Hoyal School of Atines. 
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LECTURES ON MINING—No. III, 
[BY OUR SPECIAL REPORTER.] 

In the last lecture we saw that there were certain conditions 
which it was necessary to keep in mind in dealing with stratified 
deposits, in order to prevent unnecessary disappointment. One of 
them, you will remember, was the fact that in following up a par- 
ticular bed or seam it is frequently found to change more or less in 
character. Among the stratified minerals I need only remind you 
of the whole of the fossil fuels, including the coal proper and lignites, 
in some cases presenting great uniformity over enormous areas, 
Then, again, a large number of building stones and slates scattered 
over a large portion of this and other countries. The occurrence of 
salt, too, sometimes extremely irregular, in nodules and scattered 
masses is—as, for example, in our own country in Cheshire—so regu- 
larly stratified that you may depend upon the quality and thickness 
of the bed throughout the greater part of the formation in which 
they are placed. About 27 or 28 years ago a commencement was 
made in this country to work stratified iron ores, though in this we 
were probably anticipated long ago by the Romans. The recent 
workings commenced at Middlesborough, in the north-east of York- 
shire, first from ore obtained on the sea shore, and afterwards from 
the regularly stratified deposits among the rocks called lias, A 
large iron-working district has grown 7 in that part, and from 
two to three million tons are now annually raised. Another series 
of stratified iron ores are those of Northamptonshire and other of 
the Midland Counties, which have come into great importance since 
the time of the Exhibition of 1851: they belong to the Oolite for- 
mation, These stratified deposits attain a thickness of from 3ft, to 
4 ft. on an average, sometimes as much as 16 ft,; while similar de- 
posits in Michigan, in the United States, are said to have a thickness 
as great as, and sometimes exceeding, 60 ft., with a great amount of 
parallelism and regularity. We are sometimes told of stratified 
deposits of lead and copper ores, but against these statements we 
must be on our guard; for there are certain metalliferous deposits 
obviously connected with veins, others which appear to have no 
connection but have close approximation to stratified conditions, 
while from these we pass to a class which we may consider as truly 
stratified. As an example of the latter, 1 may mention that curious 
district of central Germany which runs from Mansield, in what 
used to ba called Prussian Saxony, to the foot of the Harz Mountains, 
where there is largely developed a cupriferous slate—Kupferschiefer, 
This is a marl slate, generally not more than from 6 to 1¢4in. thick, 
with copper pyrites disseminated through it, enriched here and 
there with strings of bornite: generally there is not more than 
from 3 to 4 per cent. of copper, but there is also a small proportion 
of silver. The working of this district has been carried on under 
the State with a remarkable amount of practical knowledge and 
scientific attention for the last 200 years, supporting a large popu- 
lation, and giving a tolerable profit. Then, also among the strati- 
fied deposits we have the lead ores of the Bunter Sandstein between 
Aix-la-Chapelle and Cologne, where you have many fathoms thick- 
ness of white sandstone, with lead ore—chiefly galena—scattered 
through it; there is only about 3 per cent. of ore, but many thou- 
sands of tons of this material are turned over, and altogether a large 
product is obtained. We should, however, in most cases—and I am 
not sure whether it is not so in these particular cases—find that the 
minerals have been subsequently introduced into the rock in which 
they are found; and this would bring them into close connection 
with those we have next to examine—veins or lodes, ’ 
From veins or lodes & large proportion of the metallic minerals 
are raised. “Vein” is a general name, “lode” is the term almost 
invariably used in the western districts ; in the central and northern 
parts of England the term “rake vein” is applied to those which 
have @ considerable inclination, as they generally have in those 
parts. The terms corresponding to vein are—filon (French), filone 
(Italian), gang (German, with plural gdénge). You very often see it 
stated that the veins have a considerable resemblance to the veins 
of the human body, or to the branches and twigs of a tree, but there 
is, in fact, no such resemblance, And some people, with such ideas 
in their heads, have been known to spend a deal of money in digging 
down and following the small twigs or veins, under the impression 
that in time they would come down to the branches, and ultimately 
perhaps, to the trunk. Lodes are examples of what are most capri- 
cious in nature; they are spaces between two walls, more or less 
parallel to each other, but sometimes deviating from this exces 
sively, running with more or less regularity as to their line of di- 
ection and line of dip into the earth, and filled often with a great 
variety of matters, some of which may be useful to the miners, 
others useless, Some of these matters, therefore, will be the ob- 
jects of search, and will be present in greater or less quantity, with 
no reference to the size of the vein. At the very outset it is im- 
portant to become acquainted with what we may have to meet in 
the way of irregularities, and to enquire how far these irregulari- 
ties justify us in giving an adverse judgment as to the working 0 
the veins. In the first place, we find them intersecting rocks of 
various ages, so there can be no doubt the veins were introdu 
subsequently to the formation of the rocks themselves; and where, 
as in Cornwall frequently, we have a vein cutting right across the 
junction of killas (slate) and granite, it has evidently been formed 
subsequently to the formation and consolidation of both killas -" 
granite. Very generally in literature the celebrated Werner, 0 
Freiberg, one of the masters of geology, has been credited with being 
the first to put forth the theory of veins being originally fissures 
the rocks, but I must claim this honour for our countryman, Dr. 





Pryce, of Redruth, who has written a very excellent, though now 
somewhat antiquated, treatise on these matters, called “ Mineralog'@ 
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Cornubiensis.” We have often proof of the correctness of the idea, 
as, for example, cavities still remaining in parts, frequently lined 
with crystallised or stalactiticformations. The terms already given 
apply chiefly to veins of considerable size; when they come down 
to the size of an arm or a finger they are called “branches,” espe- 
cially if they be of tolerably good ore: still smaller ones are called 
in Derbyshire “scrins,” and such strings are of great importance in 
the case of lead ore, or tin ore. The presence of a number of these 
small strings may make it worth while to work a considerable area 
of the rock. Such work is called by the Germans “ Stockwerke.” 
We have examples of this in ourgranites and clay-slates. Of course, 
we shall have to deal with the dip and extension of the lodes. The 
dip is called the “underlie” (or “ underlay” of the miners, or “ hade.”

The miners prefer to measure the angle of inclination from the per- 

ndicular,and not from the horizontal, as geologists and engineers 
do. Thus (Fig. 4) the plumb line, A C, is seen to be under the lode, 
AB, by anumber of degrees measured by the angle B A C; the lode, 
AB, is, therefore, said to underlie by so many degrees. In the large 
tract of mining ground in the North of England which extends 
from Skipton, in Yorkshire, to Scotland—lead mining in the car- 
boniferous limestone—a large number of the veins are nearly per- 
pendicular. In these you are apt to meet with a slide, or slip, which 
carries the vein along horizontally for a short distance—it may be 
several feet or fathoms—and then the vein passes down again. This 
is frequently found to be associated with a change in the rock in 
which the lode lies. We must be prepared to allow a margin for 
interruptions of this kind in dealing with districts in which such 
circumstances are liable to occur. In all districts there is a varia- 
bility more or less, but in some more than others, If you have a 
lode which in some places is almost vertical, in others less so, it 
will be found to be a rule almost universal that the more perpendi- 
culiar portions will be most productive of ore, and that the less in- 
clined parts will be poorer. And this variation in the amount of 
underlie as the lodes are followed down into the earth is very com- 
mon, & lode sometimes coming to lie in one part in just the opposite 
direction to that which it has in another. The boundary planes of 
the lode are generally called its walls, the lower one (Fig. 4, 6) being 
called the foot wall, the upper one (Fig 4, a) the hanging wall; in 
the same way the Germans use the terms “ Liegende” and “ Han- 
gende.” In the North of England, since the veins run in an east 
and west direction, the walls are called cheeks, one being the north 
cheek, the other (on the south) being the sun cheek. The thickness 
of the vein is the distance between the walls, and these walls may 
be in some cases defined and well marked, in others it will be hard 
to say where the vein ends and the rock begins; and the miners 
are sometimes at a loss to say whether they are in the vein or not. 
I shall have more to say on this subject hereafter, I will only now 
say that generally a well-defined wall is much approved of by the 
miner. It happens that in some cases on one or both walls a thin 
band of clay—flookan—lies between the vein and the rock, which 
serves, in the first place, to define the boundary of the vein; and, 
secondly, to facilitate the removal of the veinstuff from the boun- 
dary wall; and sometimes the presence of this may determine the 
ee amg ty of working thelode. Insome lead veins of the county 

icklow, in Ireland, you will find a well-defined lying wall, but the 
hanging wall so confused and intermixed that you cannot distin- 
guish it from the ‘‘country,” or surrounding rocks. The greater 
part of the lodes have a dip lying between 90° and 45°, and in cer- 
tain districts it is sometimes observable that there is more or less 
regularity in ‘the amount; thus, in the district of Truro and St. 
Agnes, in Cornwall, a great many of the veins dip at such low angles 
that miners from other districts not accustomed to such a dip would 
condemn them unhesitatingly. In some of the St. Agnes lodes you 
may actually walk along the foot wall, so low is the angle of dip— 
similarly in Saxony they have their “schwebende Gange”—and in 
one case, near Truro, for a descent in vertical depth of 25 fms. you 
have to go 125fms. down the lode. 

With regard to the thickness of veins which can be worked we 
have great variation. In Derbyshire veins of 1, 2, and 3 inches are 
worked. It depends to a great extent on the nature of the rock 
with which they are associated; as, for instance, whether it will 
powder well underthe stamps. We may say the average thickness, 
width, or “ power,” of the lode will be between 1 ft. and 6 ft.; this 
is the case in districts so well characterised as the districts of the 
North of England, Wales, Cornwall, and Devon. In sume of the 
mines of the Isle of Man you have veins of much greater thickness 
—eg. in the Laxey Mine not unfrequently 12 to 18 ft., Foxdale Mine 
36 ft. (with 30 ft. of workable rock), and in the Devon Great Consols 
it has sometimes reached 40 ft. At Schemnitz a lode has reached 
as much as 120 ft., and in Mexico to 140 ft.; but the most remark- 
able case is that of the recently-discovered Comstock lode, in Ne- 
vada, where some of the best (silver) producing parts have reached 
200 to 300 ft. in breadth from wall to wall. Not only do the lodes 
vary in direction and dip, but as you follow them you find them ex- 
tremely capricious as regards form. I have seen lodes of good size 
he, become “ nipped up” so that nothing but asmall string was 
left; for example, in the Devon Great Consols a vein having a total 
width of 50 ft, has in a few fathoms become pinched up to a width 
of only 6 in., and that nothing but quartz. Hence the folly—I might 
almost say wickedness—of the statements put into prospectuses, &c., 
formed on the piercing of a vein at one or two points only. With 
Tegard to the structure of the lode, in a great majority of cases we 
see no particular structure whatever, as in these two specimens— 
one from a vein of ironstone, the other a piece of tinstone, in both 
cases almost pure, In other cases you may have a very homogeneous 
mass of quartz, having scattered chrvagh it particles of cassiterite 
(tinstone), There is a hard grey variety of quartz, called by the 
miners capel, which often constitutes a very considerable portion of 
the tin veins. Very different is the structure of the lodes which are 
called “ribboned,” or “ banded,” where you have a number of different 
Materials, occupying definite positions in the walls of the lode; 
sometimes it may be that they occur only on one wall, and then we 
Must exercise a little judgment as to whether that is not due to some 
movement, and, indeed, we shall find that in many cases we have 
evidence of such movements having occurred. Here you have a 
specimen of this banded character, where you see the walls of killas, 
or hard slate, then a band of quartz, and alongside of it a well- 
parked band of tinstone, then quartz again, and lastly the killas. 

Nsome of the Derbyshire veins you may see sometimes a great 
oe of these bands arranged side by side, chiefly of sulphate of 

Tyta and galena; in some Freiberg specimens where you have 

ands of iron pyrites, zinc-blende, galena, and quartz, as many as 

There is one other 
condition of the matter within the lodes to be noticed—“ breccia ”

HYDRAULIC GOLD MINING.—We concluded our last notice with 
the enquiry—Whence came all the quartz of the Big Blue Lead? 
It came from far north ; a piece of rough quartz, while being car- 
ried 500 miles in the fiercest of mountain streams, would not be 
worn so smooth as is every pebble in the Blue Lead. And the im- 
mense size of the boulders implies a mighty current. Those in the 
lowest stratum average in some places 1 ton, and many are found 
of 20 tons; these are worn as smooth as the pebbles. They are not 
found scattered here and there as though they had tumbled down 
from the banks of the river near the spot where they are found, but 
they are evenly distributed in a stratum of equal thickness across 
the whole bed and for miles in length. Above that may be a 
stratum of boulders of half the size, and then another stratum of 
larger ones. The great river handled these masses of rock with as 
much apparent ease, and spread them out as evenly, as if they had 
been no larger than pigeons’ eggs. The particles of gold are larger 
in size, and contain more silver at the bottom than at the top. The 
smaller pieces are in the upper strata, and as they have a larger 
surface proportionately the silver is eaten out by the sulphurous 
acid which is developed in the ground by the oxidation of pyrites. 
The gold and gravel are deposited as in “live rivers.” There are 
banks, bars, eddies, ripples, rapids, and falls ; there is little gold in the 
rapids, and much in the eddies, the richest places have contained as 
much as $50 to the cubic yard of the lower stratum (or if the large 
boulders were left out of the estimate) 2 or 3 cubic feet. Thespace 
between the boulders is filled with sand, clay, and gravel, which 
contains the gold. In the upper strata there are from 50 cents to 
$2 to the cubic yard. The bed is of slate-rock, and the banks are 
from 50 to 300 ft. high, but there are few places where they have 
been examined, for nowhere has all the gravel been washed away 
across the channel. But how was it possible that the bed of a large 
river could be filled 300 ft. deep with gravel ? When the miners in 
1850, 1851, and 1852 flumed the “ live rivers” of California, and took 
the gold from their beds, they found a depusit of gravel that did not 
average more than 5 ft. deep on the bed-rock in streams that ranin 
canyons 1000 ft. deep, and it is strange that the Big Blue should 
have filled its bed with gravel. Yet this filling up is not without 
an analogue. Under the influence of hydraulic washings, Bear river 
and Yuba river have within the past 15 years begun to fill up with 
gravel, and their beds have for miles risen 70 ft. or more above the 
levels of 1853. This gravel is auriferous, and it is deposited in 
strata, and the arrangement and general appearance resemble those 
of the Big Blue Lead. The filling up began down in the valley, and 
as it ascended the current became less rapid, and lost the power to 
carry away the gravel. In Bear river, below Dutch Flat, the bed 
rises 2 ft. per month during the chief washing season—from February 
to September—and in the remaining four months it falls, on account 
of the stoppage of washing, and of the winter floods, which carry 
away perhaps half of the accumulation of the summer. But why 
did the Big Blue River die, and leave nothing but its gravel andits 
gold to tell the story of its existence and of its greatness ? 

OREGON Hyprav tic (Gold).—It is expected that the whole of 
the ditch intended to be at present completed will be finished by the 
end of November, as also the bed-rock tunnel on the Reed claim. 
This claim, as well as the Thoss claim, has been worked before, so 
that each is in readiness for the commencement of washing without 
the usual delay of opening up the gravel bank. The monitors and 
pipes to play the water against the gravel will, we are informed, 
be three in number to begin with, and use 200 in. of water. The 
washing will, no doubt, begin in a week or two; we have already 
noticed that there has been a good head of water during the whole 
of the past dry season, so that the work will proceed without cessa- 
tion theentire year, As thegravel has been well located, and proved 
to be highly auriferous, we cannot see why there should not be hand- 
some profits for the preference shareholders immediately.

The road just completed 
is 90 miles long; by it Eureka is now in direct communication with 
the principal cities of the Pacific Coast and the Eastern States, The 
entire cost has been over $1,000,000, all of which has been expended 
without any aid or subsidy from the country or State.

EBERHARDT AND AURORA (Silver).—Because the notice conven- 
ing the meeting was issued without any reference to dividend the 
shares dropped in price, arising from misapprehensiun as to the real 
financial position of the company. Should it transpire that exclu- 
sive of the debentures there isa sum divisible of from 25,000/. to 
30,000/., could not some equitable arrangement be made with the 
holders to exchange for unissued shares? This would leave nearly 
the whole of the cash in hand available for dividend, representing 
something like 17, per share. (74, 8.) 

NEw QuEBRADA (Copper).—The half-yearly meeting was held on 
Monday. Comparing the attendance and the discussion with the 
meetings of former years, one feels compelled to think either the 
shareholders have grown weary of the hopes deferred, or that they 
are 80 pleased with the prospect of the speedy realisation of the long- 
promised success, that they are content to wait still a little, and ac- 
cept the assurance of the board that everything is being done in 
the best and speediest manner. The Chairman in very moderate 
language explained that the (Bolivar) railway was now made for 
35 miles, and he hoped it would be completed by next year; that 
the works at the mines were being carried on most successfully, and 
that the quantity and quality of the copper ore had been found to be 
greater and richer than even the highly-coloured reports of former 
managers and boards had stated. There should be no fear whatever 
as to the company being able to send home the guaranteed minimum 
of 20,000 tons, nor that the quality would be far richer than com- 
puted. The company has the best of agents at the mine, and in 
addition has sent out another eminent engineer—Mr. Campbell 
Downes—who while carefully looking after their interests and pro- 
perty, has nothing to do with the financial department. This con- 
tinues wholly under the control of the present manager, Mr. War- 
tington, the mine management remaining with Mr. Richardson, It 
is expected that even before the railway reaches the mines a cargo 
of rich ores will be dispatched home. (33, 43.) 

ARGENTINE (Gold).—Despatches will be delivered to-morrow 
(Saturday); the details are expected to comprise some further im- 
portant information from Gualilan (Land of Gold), The shares are 
in steady request at 54 to 6; but considerable purchases have 
been delayed until the publication of the above advices. Since the 
above was in type, the advices above referred to are to hand, fully 
confirming every statement that has been ; ut forth as to the enormous 
value of these mines. It is calculated that within 12 months the 
net profits will be 20,000/. per annum upon a capital of 60,000/., and 
that the profits will be limited only by the extent upon which the 
operations will be conducted. (54, 6.) 

PATELEY BripGk LAD MINES AND SMELTING COMPANY.— 
The directing manager, after a careful inspection of the group of 
mines, reports that the railway in the eastern section of the property 
is progressing with great activity, and that sinking on the Sun vein 
can be commenced in less than two months from the present time ;

Stock EXCHANGE GENERAL MARKETS.—The wisdom of “not 
placing too many eggs in one basket” is again being demonstrated. 
To the large capitalist all descriptions of stocks are open, but to the 
comparatively small investor prudence would dictate a division 
among the various kinds. By dividing in the first instance the hold- 
ings among the safe, the speculative, and the non-interest paying, 
the ever-recurring opportunities can be availed of to buy in one 
class and sell in another. Say 6000/. is invested at 4 per cent.; this 
would return 240/. per year, and if it be employed in this way the 
capital and interest should be perfectly safe. If increase of income 
be desired with the chance of adding to the capital, without largely 
decreasing the income or endangering a considerable amount of ca- 
pital, five-sixths could be invested in the safe, and the remaining 
one-sixth in speculative and non-interest paying investments. The 
speculative would return a higher rate of interest and (if judiciously 
selected) a prospect of advance in market value. The amount of 
capital thus risked would not be great, and in the event of its entire 
loss—a very remote contingency-—the original income would not be 
greatly reduced, Solid interest-bearing securities are in daily in- 
creasing demand, as well as the best English and Colonial Govern- 
ment stocks, railway debentures and preference stocks, and other 
high-class securities. If former rates of interest obtainable on 
securities are to be maintained there must be a creation of new se- 
curities—hence there cannot fail to be a great stimulus to new en- 
terprise. It is impossible even to guess what the next mania will 
be; but in the cheapness of money the circumstances are very like 
those which succeeded the railway mania of 1845; and as home un- 
dertakings have been fairly successful for a long time, while many 
foreign enterprises and securities have been discredited, that the 
next mania will take a homeward direction seems very probable. 
Foreign politics are now viewed with more calmness, which sup- 
ports foreign bonds. If prices had fallen below the intrinsic worth 
of the security represented, and if the work of restoration has be- 
gun, the reaction is slow and irregular, 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 


There is a tolerably well sustained current of affairs in the Bel- 
gian coal trade, and prices are in consequence fairly maintained. 
At the same time Belgian coalowners are a good deal pre-occupied 
with the wages question, and several of them are making efforts 
to secure a considerable reduction in the rates now paid. They 
point in support of their views—which are, of course, not at all 
welcome to the working population—to the reductions of wages 
which are taking place in Great Britain. The greater part of the 
coalowners of the Centre of Belgium basin have decided to enforce 
a reduction of wages, and the other Belgian basins will, no doubt, 
follow this example. Navigation in the St. Quentin Canal, tempo- 
rarily interrupted by the fall of a portion of a tunnel, has been 
promptly resumed. 

At Paris ordinary Chilian copper in bars and Corocoro minerals 

have brought 85/. per ton for the former and 85/. 10s. per ton for the 
latter. Chilian copper in bars of good quality has realised 87/. per 
ton. In Germany transactions in copper have been comparatively 
limited, and prices have experienced no appreciable change, From 
Holland we learn that an advance which recently occurred in tin 
upon the Dutch markets has been of short duration, as it is not con- 
sidered that troubles which have recently occurred in the Straits 
of Malacca are anything of a very serious character. Banca tin 
has declined upon the Dutch markets to 52 fls., while Billiton is 
held at 504fls. At Paris, Banca has been pretty well maintained at 
951.; Straits, at 92/.; and English, at 89/. per ton. The German tin 
markets nave been rather feeble. Lead has been a good deal offered 
upon the Paris market. French lead, delivered at Paris, has made 
22]. 12s,; and Spanish and English, 22/.8s. per ton. There has been 
little activity in lead at Marseilles, At Berlin, Stettin, and Ham- 
burg lead has remained without change. Zinc has been somewhat 
neglected upon the Paris market ; the current quotation is 26/. per 
ton for zinc from all sources. Stocks of lead are rather small in 
Germany, and prices have been well maintained. Vieille-Montagne 
zinc in sheets has made 34/. per ton at Marseilles. 
In connection with the French coal trade it may be observed that 
the canal from the Marne to the Rhine will be closed in January for 
urgent repairs, The transport question is not expected to present 
any exceptional difficulties this year, as the demand is quiet and re- 
gular. In the Nord and Pas-de-Calais a tolerably sufficient current 
of orders has prevailed, and prices have been supported with firm- 
ness, while scarcely any stocks can be said to have accumulated. In 
the basin of the Loire some improvement is also reported in the 
coal trade. 

As regards the Westphalian coal trade, advices from Bochum state 
that a rise which has been noticed in coal continues, and will pro- 
bably continue for some time to come, until consumers have com- 
pleted their winter supplies. The extraction of coal in the Ruhr 
basin appears to have been sensibly increased during the last half of 
October. During a recent fortnight the railway deliveries from the 
Ruhr basin presented an average increase of 3750 tons of coal per 
day. Contracts for iron and steel rails for a line on the right bank 
of the Oder have just been let at remarkably low rates. From Essen 
we learn that regular deliveries of coal continue to be made from 
that district to Bremen and Hamburg. These deliveries now amount 
to about 3500 tons weekly. Soundings for coal which had been 
commenced to the north of Enscherriver have been suspended until 
further orders. 

The Belgian iron trade has experienced little change. Reports, 
however, reach us from the Charleroi basin as to important reduc- 
tions dictated by imperative necessity in the managing staff and the 
working staff of some of the ironworks in that district. It is to be 
hoped that such a movement as this will remain only partial, and 
local Belgian ironmasters continue to direct their attention to the 
opening out of new outlets for their iron and steel. They have ac- 
cordingly learnt with interest that the Poti and Tiflis Railway Com- 

any has obtained a definitive concession of a line from Tiflis to 
Baka 346} miles in length. The concessionary company has pledged 
itself to lay down steel rails of the first quality throughout this ex- 
tension. It is believed that the same group of capitalists will ob- 
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tain a concession of another line from Tiflis to Djulfa, in Persia. As 
soon as a capital of 24,000,000 roubles, required for the realisation of 
these new projects of the Poti and Tiflis, has been subscribed Bel- 
gian industrials are hoping, of course, to sell the company some of 
their manufactured products. Another question which interests 
Belgian ironmasters just now is the substitution of iron sleepers for 
wooden ones. The Belgian Minister of Public Works has appointed 
& commission to investigate the subject, and the report of this com- 
mission isawaited with some impatience. The John Cockerill Com- 
pany has launched a steamer this week from its Antwerp yard; this 
steamer has received the name of the Egypt. _ ; 
The French iron trade exhibits, if possible, still greater depression 
with the advance of the autumn. Still no great failure has alarmed 
the public, as in Germany. Recent balance-sheets which have been 
issued by French public companies have not exhibited brilliant di- 
visible balances, but at the same time the results attained have not 
been so very bad after all, The Fives-Lille Company, for example, 
which paid a dividend of 3/. 8s. per share for 1872-3, and another of 
3l. 4s. per share in 1873-4, has been enabled to give its shareholders 
21. 16s. per share for 1874-5. It would be well if all the French in- 
dustrial world could support so well the strain of the present crisis. 











IRON AND STEEL INSTITUTE. 


The supplementary meeting for the purpose of concluding the 
discussion on the papers read at the Manchester meeting was held 
; : . eb 8 > 

on Thursday in the theatre of the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
under the presidency of Mr, WILLIAM MENELAUS, and the ad- 
journed discussion on Mr. Adamson’s paper on “ High-pressure, 
Steam generally, and its application to Quadruple Engines” was 
first taken, He urged that the use of better boilers and more 
scientific engines, one-third of the 21,000,000 tons of coal now 
used in the kingdom for raising steam could be saved, which, at the 
same time, would lead to great economy in wear and tear and wages. 
Mr. Walker thought the compound engines were more economic 
than singleones. Mr. Fletcher showed that opinions were divided 
since, after careful experiments, the single cylinder system was 
. ’ ¢ - 

adopted at Saltaire and the compound at Messrs. Crossley’s, Halifax. 

A furnace which certainly promises to supersede the regenerative 
principle, although Mr. C. W. Siemens naturally objects that he 
doubts its practical character, was brought forward by Mr. I. 
LOWTHIAN BELL, who said—“‘It must be distinctly understood 
that, practically, I have little or no acquaintance with the actual 
working of this form of apparatus. Certain circumstances connected with its 
operation were mentioned to me by Mr. Price, the manager of the malleable iron 
department at the Woolwich Yard, and these appeared to be of sufficient value 
to be worth communicating to the Institute, particularly as the use of this furnace 
is being extended at Woolwich, Within the last month the consumption of fuelin 
in one of the largest works for puddling iron in the North of England was given 
me as being 24°56 ewt. per ton. In the single-bedded furnace on Price's plan it 
was stated to be 14°07 ewts. per ton, which is equal to 41°71 per cent, of difference. 
As to perfect combustion, Price’s furnace appears able to effect this, for one of 
the analyses gave no hydrogen or carbonic oxide in the escaping gases.” Mr. 
Price said they had used these furnaces at Woolwich for two years, first for 
reheating, with such favourable results that they employed them afterwards for 
puddling, with corresponding success. In the common reverbatory furnace the 
consumption of fuel was 23 cwt. to the ton; in the retort 13%, in the double 
retort as low as 9%, the charges being respectively 5, 10, amd 15 tons. He 
estimated the gain at 45 percent. Mr. Price gave the experience of Mr. Whitham, 
who had one of these furnaces at work for fifteen weeks, and consumed 8 ewt. 1 qr. 
per ton of metal. The conditions of all the furnaces, old and new, compared at 
Woolwich, was in all respects the same. He added that if any person wished to 
investigate the process, every opportunity would be given for that purpose by the 
Woolwich authorities; and, in answer to the Chairman, said that the coal used 
was Yorkshire, of fair quality, very much better than was commonly used in 
ironworks, and that the cost of erecting a new furnace was about double that of 
the old. ' 

« Fireclay, and other Refractory Materials,” were discussed in a 
paper by Mr. G. J. Snelus, who said all concerned in the manufac- 
ture of iron and steel would admit that it was of the utmost im- 
portance to obtain good materials for building their furnaces, It 
was found that the presence of alkaline in sensible quantity—say, 
about 1 per cent.—conferred so much fusibility upon a clay as to render it unsuit- 
able for very high temperatures. ‘lhere was a practical point in the management 
of fire-bricks which was too often overlooked. Bricks were very porous bodies, and 
absorbed a great deal of moisture, even when under cover, and, of course, much 
more when allowed to get wet; in fact, apparently dry bricks often contain a good 
deal of water, and if put into a furnace in this state and the heat is got up rapidly, 
the bricks crack and crumble to pieces, This was especially the case with silica 
bricks, and the writer had known instances of bricks being condemned as chemi 
cally bad when the fault lay with those who used them. Instead of properly dry 
ing them, it was as well in the case of silica bricks to actually set them as hot as 
they could be handled. In all cases when a furnace was started, and especially 
with Siemens’ furnaces, a very small fire should be kept up for several hours, and 
then very gradually increased. This plan would add weeks to the life of those 
furnaces. 

The next paper by Mr. Horner, on ‘The North Staffordshire Coal Field, with 
the Lronstones Contained Therein,” set forth that there was an almost inex hausti- 
ble supply of coal and ironstone in North Staffordshire unworked; and in this view 
Mr. Horner was supported by Mr. Heath, M.P., Mr. Smith (Barrow), Mr. Adam 
son, and Mr, Brown. The proceedings were brought to a close by the reading of 
ay interesting paper by Mr. C. P. Sandberg, on ‘The Strength of Rail Joints.” 
He explained that the difficulty of securing stiffness of the joints, compatible with 
high speed, had on the Continent given rise to the design of the deep fish-plate for 
flange rails, similar to what has been already adopted for double-headed rail see 
tions on tnany English railways. By using one tish-plate of this kind on the bolt 
head side of the joint a material improvement is obtained, inasmuch as such joint 
possesses 80 per cent. of the stiffness of the solid rails. As regards the use of two 
deep fish-plates, the experiments are conclusive as to the great increase in stiff 
ness, being even stiffer than the rail, both as regards strength and elasticity. Ex- 
periments on 2-ft. supports show a load of 35 tons with more deflection on the rail 
than on the joint, showing a slight superiority of the joint even in this respect, 
best shown by the fact that the bolts were not the least hurt after such an ex 
tremely heavy test. The fish plates might be made either of steel or iron, but in 
the former case they should be punched hot, or well annealed after punching cold. 
The small extra cost of this improved fish-joint, judging from the results of these 
experiments, will be recovered over and over again by the less cost of maintenance 
of permanent way, longer duration of the rails, particularly iron, and less wear 
of rolling stock, as well as greater comfort to travellers by obtaining oue con- 
tinuous line.

ECHOES FROM THE MINING MARKET, 


There has been another quiet week upon the mining market, and 
business has been generally of a restricted character. The rumours of 
wars that have convulsed the Stock Exchange have had little if any 
effect upon mining shares, and with the exception of a sudden demand 
for those of Chapel House Colliery, for reasons detailed below, the 
quiet aspect of the market has been perfectly undisturbed, There 
is no change of the slightest importance to chronicle in tin ; we can 
only remark that the tendency of the market is a drooping one. Copper is like- 
wise dull, and the standard has declined. Lead is, perhaps, rather firmer, but in 
iron we can observe no change. The coal market, however, is firm. 

The following are the chiet items of intelligence from Cornwall :—Dolcoath has 
paid a dividend of 10s. per share (2148/.), and has increased its credit balance by 
50/., making it 213/. It was officially stated at the meeting that, notwithstanding 
all outside rumours to the contrary, the boring machine had not yet proved 
successful, but great hopes were held out that eventually it would be made to 
answer. Itappears that the Dolcoath ground is very hard, and this combined 
with the depth of the mine has as yet proved too formidablean adversary. It was 
remarked at the meeting that Cornwall is the only county where boring machines 
have failed. We trust, however, that Capt. Josiah Thomas’s expectations will be 
realised at no distant day, and that this stigma will be removed. 

Grenville shares have drooped upon the result of the meeting last week. It is 
doubtful whether the resolution to change the office will be confirmed. In the 58, 
at New Rosewarne, the lode is worth 20/. per fathom. Great Vor shares are firm 
at 34% to 3%. The lode inthe Metal shaft is going through the spar which dis- 
ordered it, and is now looking well, and is worth about 20/. per fathom. Pro- 
vidence has 19 pitches at work on tribute at prices varying from 10s. to 18s. in Li. 
The heavy rains of the last few weeks have seriously impeded the mines in the St. 
Just district, as we mentioned they were likely to do some time since. At Levant 
and North Levant the water has been kept down, but Botallack, Wheal Owles, and 
others have seriously suffered. The worst is supposed, however, to have now been 
reached, and our last accounts state that the water is gradually being got under. 
The greatest watchfulness and energy has been shown by the mine managers con- 
cerned, and their care appears at last to have been rewarded with success. St. Just 
Amalgamated—the lately abandoned mines —are said to be in a deplorable condi- 
tion, probably on account of the stoppage, and the water is rising rapidly. The 
concern was lately offered for sale by order of the Stannaries Court, but as no offer 
was made no sale took place. The Cardogna lode at Wheal Owles is stated to be 
worth 100/, per fathom. 

For some time past there has been a good demand for Devon Consols shares (to 
eave Cornwall for the moment), and the price has gradually advanced to 5i., 
buyers. The lode in Dymond’s winze, in the Wheal Emma portion of the sett, has 
greatly improved, and is worth 15 tons of copper ore per fathom (75/.) The lode 
in the 145 east is worth 35/. per fathom. The last sale realised 5685/. The annual 
report has just been issued, and shows excellent results. South Condurrow has 
seven points, worth upwards of 11/. each per fathom. The shares are in good de- 
mand at 5% to 5%, with few sellers. At Pedn-an drea twelve points are worth on 
the average 13/, each per fathom. West Tolgus has four stopes, worth together 
158/. per fathom. Difficulties with the water at Wheal Uny have not been sur- 
mounted, and the bottom levels are now under water. Wheal Basset has made a 
loss of 421/. on three months’ working. Although a call of 1024/. (27. per share) 
was made there is still a debit balance of 6000/. We have not heard the result yet 
of the application to the lord fora reduction in dues. The West Seton relinquished 
mine shares have been offered for sale by auction, and have been bought in for 
80/ per share. 

West Chiverton is doing well, as usual. The time forthe meeting is now rapidly 
approaching, and before long the accounts will be in the hands of each adventurer. 
We anticipate a very cordial meeting. Unity Wood has a debit balance of 1603/., 
and West Frances one of 942/, A circular has been issued by the purser of Rosewall 
Hill and Ransom United Mines calling a special meeting to consider the propriety 
of at once stopping the “old mine.” The agents state that after a prolonged trial 
they see no hope of that part of the mine becoming remunerative, and consequently 
recommend that an application should be made to the lords to allow the pit-work 
and materials of the old mine to be brought to surface. This ‘‘ old mine” embraces 
avery extensive run of working—about 150fms. deep. For upwards of 40 years ex- 
tensive operations have been carried on here, especially on the ‘‘ carbona ” forma- 
tions of tin, which has been found extremely productive. If this part of the 
amalgamated mines is abandoned, there will be left only that portion of Rosewall 
Hill lying to the north—the Goole Pellas sett. Here the workings are very shal- 
low (about 35 fathoms in depth only), and in virgin ground. The prospects of 
the successful development of Goole Pellas are said to be very good, as cost will be 
light, and there are excellent chances of rich lodes being developed. Should the 
old mine be abandoned other mines in the St. Ives district may be flooded, as a 
great run of setts will at once be under water. In the district too, which is a poor 
one, the stoppage will be almost calamitous. Good reports are to hand from West 
Godolphin. The mine is being prosecuted with vigour, and prospects are very 
encouraging 

The cutting of the Mona lode, at Parys Mountain, is now almost hourly expected 
totake place. The end of the cross-course where the men are driving is letting out 
a large quantity of water, which is strongly impregnated with copper, showing 
that a large lode is athand. Thick bands of solid sulphur have also been met with 
—an excellent indication. Should the lode be cut rich there will be a good rise in 
the shares, as even now the mine is not only paying costs but making small profits. 
With 3/. fully- paid, the quotation is but 10s. to 12s.6d. The shares should be a 
very cheap investment at the price. 

In the colliery share market there has been a great demand for Chapel House 
shares, in consequence of a belief gaining ground that after all the directors would 
be able to declare a dividend. This has been fully borne out, as at the moment of 
writing we are informed that one at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum has been de- 
clared, payable on the 14th prox.

_ THE BuRLEIGH Dritu.—Mr. CHARLES BURLEIGH, of Fitchburg, 
U.8., has invented some improvements in reciprocating rock drills worked by fluid 
under pressure. An elongated piston with rounded edges acts as it approaches the 
end of every stroke on the oneor the other of two bell crank levers mounted in the 
cylinder ports and connected to the slide rod, so as to move the slide and reverse 
the direction of the piston’s movement. The partial rotation of the drill at every 
stroke is effected by one or more inclined or helical slots on the piston stem com- 
bined with a ratchet wheel, through which the stem works, as described in the spe- 
cification to G. Haseltine’s patent, dated Nov. 22, 1866.

During the last fortnight we have 
had very heavy rains, which have thrown out great quantities of water into our 
mine, and we are obliged to increase the speed of our engine from 9 strokes to 
13 strokes per minute. Stuff put to dressing 80 tons, produciug 4% tons lead of 
43 per cent. 

PESTARENA UNITED.—Thos. Roberts, Nov. 20: District of Pestarena: At 
the Peschiera department the trip-plat at the 70 is finished. Dividings and casing 
plank have been put in the shaft, reaching to the back of the 80, and the opening 
of this new incline below the 80 resumed.

SOUTH AUSTRALIA—MINING SUMMARY. 


Mining affairs during the month have been looking very well. From the Northern 
Territory we have not had much news, and probably this being late in the dry 
season there, crushing is not practicable at some of the reefs on account of the 
scarcity of water. From the Union Reef 91 tons of stone yielded 42 ozs. of gold, 
and the Alexandra Company crushed 15 tons, which yielded 30 073. Over 2300 ozs, 
of gold that was being placed on board the Claud Hamilton was dropped into the 
sea, and has vot yet been recovered. The loss fell on insurance companies. 

We are producing large quantities of copper on Yorke’s Peninsula and elsewhere 
The recent discovery in the Moonta is yielding more largely than ever, and a new 
deposit of value has been struck. A fresh lode, 3% ft. wide, consisting of high per 
centage ore, intermixed with blocks of malleable copper, has been struck in the 
Doora. The Hamley is improving in different portions of the mine. The captain 
(Sept. 25) says— We'sampled 300 tons of ore last week, and hope to sample 200 tons 
more next.” 

Moonta MINES.—The fourteenth annual report of the Moonta Mines, which was 
laid before the annual meeting on Sept. 30, is an encouraging document. This 
magnificent property still continues its career of usefulness, and its success is toa 
large extent the success of the colony. During the past six months the total yield 
of ore has been 10,714 tons, containing 20 per cent. of fine copper, and the directors 
state that by an improved mode of dressing the ore there is no return of low per- 
centage slimes for’the half-year. During the half-year two dividends of 10s. each 
per share have been paid, and a third of 10s. has been declared payable on Oct. 1. 
The fine paid to the Government for the renewal of the leases is 10,320/.; the direc- 
tors are able, therefore to enter upon their new leases with renewed confidence and 
increased energy. Capt. Hancock’s report of the present state of the mine isa very 
interesting and encouraging one, and it conclu jes thus; —‘* The extensive and nu- 
merous surface appliances are in fair working order, In conclusion, I have the 








pleasure to report that the prospects of the mine are satisfactory, and show every 
indication of permanent productiveness.” The families supported by the mine are 
numerous, as the foliowing figures show. The company’s establishment is—18 
officers, 992 miners, 79 mechanics, 283 labourers, 240 boys, at the mine, and 8 officers 
in Adelaide, making a total of 1525 persons in the company’s employ. At the be- 
ginning of the half-year the total quantity of ore on hand was 2952 tons of 21 ewts. ; 
there have been raised during that period 10,714 tons 16 cwts., making a total of 
13,665 tons 16 ewts. Of this 10,287 tons 16cwts. have been disposed of to the Wal- 
laroo Company, and 3379 tons remain on hand. The dividends paid amount to 
32,0002.; the working expenses have been 82,762/. 14s. 9d.; and the Government 
fines for renewal of leases, 10,3202. As the produce of the ore during thesix months 
was valued at 127,393/. 10s. 10d., it has allowed the payment of working expenses, 
two dividends of 10s. per share, and the Government fine, amounting in all to 
125,082/. 14s. 9d., leaving a balance of 2310/. 16s. 1d. on hand.

It is suggested that the marble quarries at Kapunda should be developed, as some 
fine blocks of stone have been found.——The prospectus of a company to establish 
steam communication bet ween Port;Adelaideand Yorke’s Peninsula has been issued ; 
and a large proportion of the shares has been applied for.—-The crops in the north- 
ern areas are in splendid condition.——The busy season on the rivers has com- 
menced.——It is supposed that the wool clip this year will be heavier than that of 
last year, aud will probably approximate to 10,000 bales. ——Capt. McCoy has left 
for England to superintend the construction of two new steamers for the Adelaide 
Steamship Company.—A cable is to be laid between Cape Jervis and Kangaroo 
Island early next year.——The Government have promised to supplement equally 
to an amount not exceeding 3000/. any sum raised by subscription to build an Ine- 
briates’ Retreat.—South Australian Advertiser, Oct. 9.

The results for the 
past four weeks considering the number of men is very satisfactory, but it cannot 
be expected the mine will pay when there is so much dead work going on, as we 
have during the past month opened up 300 ft. of top level for ventilation, and ex- 
tended the reef drive, &c. If you can afford about 200/. it will be sufficient to get 
under this tributary. {ldo not think I require any more, for I know as soon as I 
can open out, which will be during the next month, we shall be able to get fully 
12 ozs. per day with a small number of men—a return which will enable you to 
declare good dividends.

ExcavaTInG Macuine.—Mr. E. W. Stoney, of Cornhill and 
Madras, has patented an invention which relates to improvements in the con- 
struction of apparatus for excavating. The invention relates to the construction of 
un improved double acting combined helical and cylindrical excavator, and of a 
simple and efficient handle for working the same. The peculiar novel features of 
this improved excavator are that it can be opened at parts of its bottom or of its 
bottom and cylindrical side for and during the process of excavating, and closed 
when full of excavated material for and during the process of lifting or raising the 
same to the surface of the well or cylinder being sunk to be emptied. In each mo- 
dification of its construction the excavator is made cylindrical in shape, with an 
open top, with bottom helical cutters, and side cylindrical cutters. The improved 
handle is constructed so as to grip the excavator rod tightly, and so that it can be 
rapidly put on and taken off. In using the excavator the squared excavator rod is 
placed in the well as usual, and the excavator is then placed thereon, opened, and 
run down the rod till it rests on the material to be excavated. The handle having 
been put on the roa (and secured by a catch) the latter is turned thereby a few times, 
which causes the cutters of the excavator to penetrate into the mater al and fill the 
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i i irecti yhich causes a false 
xcavator. The rod is then turned in the opposite direction, whic es 
Sesteen (and false sides) to close certain openings in the bottom (and ° re ag 
side) of the excavator, whichi is then raised by means of a rope and crab winch, 
be opened and emptied at the top of the well.

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Remanks.—The following is extracted from the 7%mes :—“ Mer- 
chants, as a body, have been acting largely, upon a conviction of the 
necessity of making their position strong, and proof against the idle 
rumours which are always circulated for speculative purposes, in 
such circumstances as those through which we have passed during 
the last few months, and the result has been that the mercantile 
paper afloat in the market is very much reduced.” + * * * ‘ Whether or not 
the spring will see any material revival in trade remains to be seen, The prospect 
at present is not promising. The opinion is that in the iron trade wages must yet 
come down considerably, while from all the French and Belgian iron districts ma- 
nufacturers complain of having but little work in hand. Wherever we look—in 
fact, whether in the produce markets, or in the districts where our chief manufac- 
tures are carried on, the characteristies are in nearly all cases the same. Tiere is 
stagnation and retrogression, and until there are signs of reviving activicy in these 
leading national industries large accumulations of floating capital will remain at 
mere or less nominal rates at the great monetary centres.” It is desirable that pro 
minence and publicity be given to the expression of such views as those above 
quoted. True, they are only buta reiteration of the opinions expressed again and 
again in these columns; but, inasmuch as hitherto the warnings have been un- 
heeded, and the distress consequentupon the too faithful pursuit of a line of policy 
which can only be productive of evil is now beginning to be realised, it becomes the 
duty of the journalist once again to point out that the sooner the necessity of sub- 
mitting to a reduction in prices becomes an acknowledged fact the better for all 
parties. The doubt intimated, rather than expressed, in the foregoing quotation 
that the revival of trade in the spring time is somewhat problematical, introduces 
a very serious feature into the question to which, perhaps, sufficient prominence 
has not been given. 

However gloomy trade at the present: moment is, and however quiet it may re- 
main during the winter, sanguine expectations have generally been felt that with 
the opening of the coming spring a reaction was pretty sure to take place. This 
hope was based upon the sound position occupied by the various metal markets, 
stocks being moderate in the hands of consumers at home and in the foreign mar- 
kets; and makers having endeavoured to accommedate their rate of production to 
existing requirements then, taking into consideration the long protracted stagna- 
nation, it seemed but reasonable to anticipate that upon the recurrence of the busy 
season of the ensuing year a marked improvement would be perceptible, but now 
that the pre-eminence of this country in the production of certain classes of metals 
is no longer acknowledged as once it was, and foreign countries have, and we 
have only ourselves to thank for it, grown into rapid competition with England, 
it becomes a very important factor in our calculations regarding the coming spring 
whether, though the season be accompanied by the usual amount of commercial 
activity, England benefits to the extent which in years gone by might have been 
fairly calculated upon. With the scale of wages re arranged upon an equitable 
basis, yet such a basis as shallenable the manufacturer to quote successfully against 
foreign competition, the coming spring may see an end to the troublous times 
through which we are passing, but should the present course be adhered to the 
spring and the summer will pass aud find usin no bettera position that at present. 

Coprrer,.—There is but little change to report in the position of 
this metal during the week. The transactions in copper generally 
have been very limited, only obligatory purchases having been made ; 
but, notwithstanding the prolonged dulness which has marked the 
history of the copper trade, there is no sign of weakness on the 
part of holders or importers, We do not hear that buyers are dis- 

sed to makea bid below current quotations to induce sellers to give way, but it 
8 very questionable whether, if under present circumstances such were to be the 
case, sellers would lend a willing ear to such inducements. The tactics of both 
parties appear to be, on the one hand, to buy as little as they may at current rates, 
and, on the other, not to sell except at full prices. Thus the actual business con 
tinues to be very limited, and is likely to remain so till after the turn of the year. 
What littie business in Chili bars has been done during the week has been at 81/. to 
81/. 10s., usuaicash terms. English tough quoted 88/.; select, 89/.; strong sheets 
95/.; India sheets, 4 by 4, 93/.; yellow metal, 77% to 8Y ; ore 16s. 6d. to 16s. 814d. 

From the North of England no fresh feature is reported deserving 
of comment. The demand for forge iron continues, and purchases 
are made by home consumers and for shipment coastwise ; but the 
trade of the district generally continues as dull as possible, and with 
no prospect of the smallest alleviation, The rail-mills experience 
work to be very scarce, and it would seem that before long this 
staple industry of the district will almost comparatively cease for a while ; the de- 
mand for foundry iron is falling off. Enquiries have been floating about for 
finished iron, but as they have not culminated in contracts, is is questionable 
whether they were not rather feelers than orders. The quotations for pig-iron 
are—No. 1, 53s, 6d.; No. 3, 48s. 6d.; and No. 4, 47s. 6d. Rails are quoted about 
6/. 12s. 6d. to 6/. 15s. The position of the iron trade in South Wales is as dis- 
couraging as ever, and all that can be looked forward to is the hope that next 
spring may witness a change for the better, 

During the early part of the week the failure of a metal merchant in Birming- 
ham was announced, the liabilities being about 100,000/., with assets estimated at 
about 18,000. This announcement was followed by that of the failure of a firm of 
pig iron manufacturers in Wolverhampton, trading under the name of the Park- 
field Tron Company, who have had five blast-furnaces in active operation. The 
liabilities were originally estimated at 50,000/., but it is hoped that this is an ex- 
cessive estimate. The immediate cause of the failure has been the rise of 2s, per 
ton in the price of coals. The ontput of pig-iron in the South Staffordshire dis 
trict is reduced by 300 tons a-week fn consequence of this failure. The Erimus 
Works, on Teeside, have also ceased working, by which from 300 to 400 men have 
been thrown out of employ. The stoppage of these works has caused much dis 
appointment to the trade, inasmuch as very interesting experiments were being 
conducted on tie premises in connection with the ‘mechanical puddling” 
tion, which it was hoped would have very shortly terminated in a complete solu- 
tion of the problem. Notices have been pudlished to the employés of the Dar- 
liugton iron Company to terminate the engagements they have witi the company. 
fuis company being one of tie largest and most important in the North of England 
as rail makers, the partial stoppage even of any portion of their works is a matter 
Ino ving serious conscquences, The immediate cause of the step taken by the 
ompany is the refusal of the men to accept a reduction of 15 per cent. in their 
wages, which, had it been accepted, their masters say would have enabled them 
to curry on their works through the winter. The men, on the other hand, declare 
that they and their masters are alike bound by the Board of Arbitration, by whose 
decisi_b the present rate of wages ought to have continued in force it least, so 
urge the men—for two months to come. They, however, declare their re udiness 
to submit to any further decision of the Board which will be eng red upon the 
case so soon as the employers have put them in possession of their view of th facts 
For a period of about seven years this Board of Arbitration has done good service 
in the North of England ; but owing to the independent action assumed by abody 
of men who are employed in the Valley of the Tyne, and who are morally bound 
to submit to the degisiow of the Board, the further existence of the same is seriously 
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endangered. A formal communication ha; been handed to one of the representa- 
tives of the disaffected party to the effect that the Board of Arbitration have been 
made aware of the resistance which has been shown to their decisions, and that the 
course to be pursued is now under the consideration of the employers, and the re- 
sult will be made known before the end of the year. The men are strongly advised 
not to act so as to compel the Board to cease from its functions, and they are be- 
sought not to have recourse “ to the curse of strikes and lock-outs ;” and meetings 
among the men are recommended to support the continuance of the Board. 

It is calculated that if the works in the North of England that are now partially 
or wholly closed were in operation 10,000 hands would find employment, which 
have been thrown out of work. During the month some ten furnaces have been 
blown out, thereby reducing the make of pig iron by nearly 4000 tons per week. 
The market for Scotch pigs, which closed last week at 61s. 6d., opened this week 
at the same price, but actual business has done down to 61s. with sellers at the 
close. On Tuesday a considerable business was done up to 61s, 6d., prompt one 
month, and 61s. 44d, usual cash, closing buyers, 61s, 3d. cash, and 61s. 6d. one 
month. The market was steady on Wednesday, and on Thursday business was 
done up to 62s. 144d. cash. To-day business has been done at 61s. 9d., closing 
buyers, 61s. 74d.

Staffordshire and Shrop- 
shire and one or two large works in Wales are pursuiug a steady trade at fixed 
prices, and Warrington, as usual, working fulltime, the great Cleveland district is 
somewhat disorganised, and the prices appear to be regulated for manufactured 
iron more by the amount the merchant will give than the sound Staffordshire 
criterion—what the article costs. Rails are being made here, and actually sold at 
a considerable loss. Bars and plates follow this unwholesome example. 

Bolekow and Vaughan, the largest manufacturers, hive shut up their works, 
and the great Consett Company have stopped one of their rail mills untill they can 
see a profit instead of the present positive loss on the manufacturing of rails. In 
this unhappy state of the trade a meeting was held yesterday of some of the most 
wealthy and influentia! capitalists of the district to discuss the present regretable 
situation. It is more than probable that the action of this small, but influential, 
gathering wi!l entail the stoppage of numerous ironworks in the Cleveland district 
now working at aloss; for the fact cannot be denied that the rail trade is depressed 
beyond any former precedent, and the present state of the market does not reveal 
the slightest hope of recovery; and to complete the misfortunes of the group of 
the works on the Tees, the few straggling orders for rails that do come in are taken 
by the Welsh makers, who say that they know what loss they shall make by clos- 
ing their works and starving the men. 

They can also calculate the results, unfavourable as they are, of working at pre- 
seut prices, and sympathy for their workmen induces them to adopt the course 
now taken, there being no hope of any improvement in this department over the 
winter months, at all events. Wesay this much to prepare the shareholders of 
large companies not to expect too much, but to wait patiently for better times, the 
management of these great Welsh concerns being in experieneed and able hands. 
It is asource of congratulation that the iron trade in Staffordshire (North and 
South), Shropshire, and Warrington, is in a more satisfactory condition, there 
being in all these districts only three works that manufacture rails, and all three 
make a special quality, and one of them has just secured a good paying order. 

The sheet mills at both ends of Staffordshire are allat work. The Earl of Dudley, 
«B. B. H.,” John Bagnall and Sons, ‘‘The Lion,” “The Mitre,” W. Millington 
and Co., Robert Heath and Son, Brown and Freer, the Eagle Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, and other leading houses are all tolerably well-off for bars, but boiler-plates 
are flat all round. The second-class makers in Staffordshire have orders to keep 
the works running, but for the present the sheet-iron makers have the best end of 
the trade. 

The trade is a little better at Barrow-on Furness, although prices keep low. The 
smelting works on the West Coast have more orders, and the trade here looks 
better. The market for the raw material in Cleveland was firm at Middlesborough 
on Tuesday, and for the better brands of pig-iron made in North Wales the market 
at Birmingham was very firm, We havea failure in Birmingham to report which 
had previously heen discounted, and the failure of an old iron-smelting con- 
cern, The liabilities of either will scarcely affect the Black Country at all. The 
aggregate amount of both failures will not reach 150,000/. We have no change to 
notice in the tin-plate trade this week. The failure of Holmes’ Bank at Leeds is a 
minor affair, liabilities 55,0002. only.

RECOGNITION OF COLLIERY HEROISM. 


Orders of merit in recognition of heroism put forth in the saving 
of life in times of peril on sea and on land, in fire and in water, are 
prominent amongst the humane characteristics of our nation, but 
only very recently has there been any specific organisation for ac- 
knowledging like bravery at our mines and collieries. This “ want,” 
if we may so express it, has been supplied by men who have pre- 
viously shown themselves to be the true friends of the miner. The 
Knightly Order of St. John of Jerusalem in England introduced into 
this country ambulance litters which, as we pointed out in the June 12 
impression of the Mining Journal, should, from their cheapness and 
excellent construction, ensure their wide adoption at all our col- 
lierivs and ironworks, That Order now offers honorary medallions 
and testimonials on vellum for the encouraging of life-preserving 
services in and about our mines, In thus providing for the distince- 
tion of personal bravery and humanity the Order has crowned a 
noble departure from its primary object. Originally founded in 
1092 at Jerusalem, its one aim was the defence of Christian pilgrims ; 
and introduced into England in 1100, its purposes was then intelli- 
gently broadened to that widely benevolent design —the benefit of 
mankind, Its first practical work was to distribute funds to the 
extreme poor, then it mitigated local distress caused by epidemics, 
and contributed help to the London hospitals; next, it took up the 
cise of convalescents; latterly, it initiated the association ot nurses 
for the sick poor, and ripened into accomplishment suggestions for 
forming a national society for the sick and wounded in war; and 
latterly, as we have intimated, it has commenced an ambulance ser- 
vice in the mining and colliery districts, by which, in cases of seri- 
ous calamity, sufferers may be removed to their homes or to the 
hospitals without pain or loss of time. 

The medals of the Order are executed with elaborate finish and 
appropriateness, On the one side is the badge of the Order of St. 
John, the well-known eight-pointed cross symbolic of the eight 
Beatitudes, and the emblem of that comprehensive Christian charity 
which should be the mainspring of every brave and noble act. On 
the other side is represented a sprig of the plant called St. John’s 
wort, entwined in which are scrolls bearing the name of those his- 
toric places so memorable in the chequered vicissitudes of the Order 
—Cyprus, Acre, Jerusalem, Rhodes, and Malta. The first distribu- 
tion of these medals has just been made by the’ secretary of the 
Order, Sir EDMUND LECHMERE, to ELIJAH HALHAM and FREDERICK 
VICKERS, who, as our readers may remember, are the rescuers of the 
five miners whose lives were imperilled by the breaking of a pit 
guide as the cage laden with six colliers was descending a shaft at 
the Albert Colliery of the Devonshire Silkstone Company. In this 
instance the medallions were accompanied by the very sensible, 
though unique, addition of a piece of freehold land, consisting of 
181 ft., and a time-piece, to HaLHAM; and bya silver cup anda 
time-piece to VickERs, 

That the presentation of such medals is no mean bequest—but, on 
the contrary, that they are memorials of which any living man may 
be proud—should be inferred not alone from what we have already 
written about the Order, but also from the further facts that its 
prevent Lord Prioris the Duke of MANCHESTER, and that there is no 
member without eight quarterings on his arms unless he has been 
elected for special service in the cause of philanthropy or human 
progress. That such men should give heed to heroism in our coal 
pits is in an eminent degree hopeful. Everyone who has knowledge 
of our collieries and ironworks is well aware that danger to life at 
those places is incentive to the chivalrous spirit of our toilers, who 
promptly jeopardise their own safety for the preservation of those 
of their fellows who may be caught in sudden peril. But heroism 
80 self-sacrificing is not so widely prevalent that it should be passed 
over without recognition, although the consciousness of having 
saved the lives of fellow-workers must ever remain the truest and 
most gratifying reward of such manliness. The Order has solicited 
the co-operation of all colliery and mine proprietors, owners of 
ironworks, and those possessing or conducting works in which ma- 
chinery is employed, not only in its efforts to practically recognise 
the bravery of operatives, but also in its endeavours to secure the 
general adoption of the splendid ambulance litters which it under- 
takes to furnish, at a marvellously low rate, We are sure that the 


aypeal will be substantially responded to: and, whilst we trust that 
the benevolent schemes of their Order wil] be attended with a suc- 
cess surpassing their warmest expectations, we beg to tender to the 
Knights of St. John of Jerusalem the sincerest acknowledgments 
of the colliery owners for this last manifestation of the healthful 


vigour of their distinguished brotherhood. Our readers will not be 
surprised that Mr, Rupert KETTLE, to whom the colliery interest 


owes so much, should be associated with this last-devised work of 
the Knights of St. John, of whom he is one, even as he was identi- 
fied with the ambulance movement inits application to our collieries 
and ironworks, 








THE SILKSTONE FALL COLLIERY COMPANY. 


It appears we have not heard the last of the unfortunate Silkstone 
Colliery, which it was agreed should be voluntarily wound up by 
liquidation, at a meeting held in August, when the Chairman, Mr. 
BAKER, was appointed the trustee. Seeing that nothing was ex- 
pected to be saved from the wreck, it was thought that no oppo- 
sition would be offered to such a course, but a few days ago an 
application was made to one of the divisions of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature on the part of several shareholders that the liquidation 
should not be proceeded with, on the ground that the meeting held 
in August was not legally constituted for giving the powers it did. 
With regard to the winding up, it was consequently ordered that 
another and legally qualified meeting should be convened, and a de- 
cision come to, Seeing that the whole of the capital is understood 
to have been lost, we certainly do not see what is to be gained by 
calling another meeting, at which few of the shareholders, we should 
think, will be at the expense of attending. As the colliery was one 
of those that was expected to pay a very high dividend during 1872 
and 1873, a brief history of it will be interesting. The company 
was formed towards the close of 1871 with a capital of 50,000/.,and 
a short time after it was floated a good dividend was declared, and 
the shares rose to a considerable premium. But there was not only 
a colliery in which the hard coal was stated to “be esteemed the 
best drawing-room coal in England,” but there was also a valuable 
clay seam, on which the prospectus stated that there would be “a 
profit of about 72,000/., beyond the ordinary profits of the colliery.” 
The colliery, it was further said on paper, “ contained the best seams 
of Silkstone coal, and also cannel coal for gas illuminating power 
equal to 20 candles. Five seams have been opened out, and no fur- 
ther outlay is required except for extension of trade.” 

There was also issued along with the prospectus a report from a 
firm of mining engineers, which stated that one seam, which would 
produce 420,000 tons, gave a profit of ls. per ton at the then com- 
paratively low price at which coal was selling. Then the small 
coal, they reported, was made into coke, which left a profit of 4s. per 
ton, whilst there was to be a profit of 12s, per thousand on the bricks. 
Such was the glowing description given of a small colliery which 
has turned out worthless. Although the shareholders were informed 
that the total profits, after allowing for a sinking fund and all ex- 
penses, would be estimated at 9400/.,, or a dividend on the paid-up 
cipital of about 24 per cent. per annum. However, after working 
the coal for something like three years, when prices were higher 
than ever they had been before, it was found that the coal was of 
such a worthless character that it would not pay for getting. One 
of the seams was then abandoned, and the company determined to 
turn brickmakers, and so bring into working operation the valuable 
seam of fire-clay, which by the vendor was estimated to realise a 
profit of no less than 72,0007. After a short trial, however, it was 
found that the brick-making would not pay, so that the whole of 
the plant was sold, and the valuable seams of coal and clay still re- 
main én sftu, and arelikely to continuein that position. The capital, 
as we befere stated, is all gone, and it remains to be seen what di- 
vidend can accrue for the creditors. A history such as this should 
at least point a warning to speculators, and is well calculated to 
adorn the future history of the mining speculations of 1871 and the 
two following years. 








COLLIERS’ OFFENCES, AND THE EMPLOYERS AND 
SERVANTS ACT. 


Instances have not lately been wanting of what has seemed to be 
& growing conscientiousness by colliers in the discharge of their 
duties, This improvement we have attributed to the growth of 
common sense and intelligence among our underground workers, 
and if it had progressively continued to strengthen it might have 
been regarded as a hopeful premonition of what may come about 
when the finger upon the commercial! index points to a condition of 
healthy trade. But circumstances have arisen which justify the 
fear thatthe men have not altogether forgotten their former extra- 
vagancies. Within this week colliery proprietors in the Black 
Country have been put to no inconsiderable trouble and expense in 
summoning certain of their miners for breaches of contract or duty. 
Perbaps the most important plaints which have been submitted for 
adjudication were those of the Waterloo Colliery Company, of Tivi- 
dale, who sued an entire pit’s company of 24 men for loss occasioned 
through their neglect of work. A single case was accepted as ty- 
pical of all, and in that the damage was assessedat 2/. The defend- 
ants were employed as pikemen, their stent was 4 ft. 6in. for two 
days; and, excepting in one particular, the conditions of labour 
were so favourable that a fairly diligent workman might do three 
stents a-day, and leave off before 2 o’clock, having earned 10s. One 
portion of the mine was partially flooded; but, to compensate for 
this, power was given to the underground manager to make abate- 
ment from the regulation stent. Some of the men became dissatis- 
fied with the extent of abatement, and the proprietary then resolved 
to cut off altogether the wet part of the pit. But instead of the 
men being pacified by this measure, the whole 24 men abandoned 
their work in high dudgeon without having given the legal notices. 
What grounds could be urged in defence of such unjustifiable de- 
sertion we cannot imagine; and, indeed, the men admitted that 
their conduct was as uncalled for asit was illegal by each agreeing 
to pay 6s. 6d. as his proportionate share of the damage, and promis- 
ing to return to work on the old terms, 

Before referring to the criminal acts by workmen, we may in- 
stance another prosecution for misconduct similar to the above, 
though under different circumstances, by another body of miners, 
numbering 40. On the first Saturday in the month the colliers in 
the service of Mr. JosepH MILLWARD, of Aldridge, demanded an 
advance of 3d. a day, to which the rise in the price of coal entitled 
them. The master, who held that a fortnight’s notice of change was 
required, replied that they should have the increase when it was 
paid at adjoining collieries. Upon receiving this answer the men 
struck; operations at the pit were wholly suspended on the 6th, and 
partially so on the 8th and 9th insts., and damage was thereby done 
to the workings. Eight of the recalcitrant colliers were summoned, 
and 30s. compensation claimed from each. In their case, as in the 
previous one, the men’s behaviour could not be validated. The ma- 
gistrate who tried the plaints would undoubtedly have ordered pay- 
ment of the loss assessed had not all the defendants agreed to pay 
compensation at the rate of 1/. each. 

Passing on to criminal negligence, we regret to observe that those 
cases in which employers have felt themselves bound to be the 
prosecutors might have involved serious destruction to property 
and serious loss of life. In the space left open to us we cannot un- 
dertake to give more than a sample of thiscriminality. The Patent 
Shaft and Axletree Company, in Staffordshire, on Tuesday, recovered 
nominal damages from an engine tenter, until recently in their em- 
ploy, who had occasioned much loss through neglect or carelessness 
In overwinding the pit tank at one of the company’s pits, whereby 
the wire guider and other expensive fittings had been damaged, 
To repair the wire guides alone would cost 30/., and half that sum 
would be required to renew. the broken niche-ring on the drum- 
shaft, while there would be the loss incidental to the suspension of 
work during the repairs. All this might have been averted with 
the most ordinary care, therefore we think that the complainants 
showed a mereiful spirit when they only sought to recover 101. 
The culprit acknowledged his costly dereliction of duty, and was 
glad to be liberated with part settlement of the claim, and a pro- 
mise to pay the remainder by instalments. We think we have given 
enough citations to prove the painful assertion that in the South 
Staffordshire district, at all events, all the men about our collieries 
have not yet learned a policy which shall inspire the fulland unre- 
served confidence of their masters, and shall advance their own tem- 
poral interests in the promotion of that alsoof their employers, by 





whose success they live, It is, nevertheless, some cause for hopeful 


. . SoD yo, 
expectation in the future that recent legislation has a double-edga 
+that it can now and then be invoked in defence by the employer 
as be as in the support of not always reasonable claims by the 
workman. 








MINING AFFAIRS AT THE ANTIPODES, 


The advices to hand this week from the Australian colonies show 
that a large amount of mining enterprise is being developed in that 
important group of settlements. Thus. we learn from Tasmania that 
the works on the Prince of Wales Tin Mining Company’s claim 
have progressed satisfactorily, notwithstanding that an accident has 
happened to the manager, Mr. KENNETT. The company has a long 
f rontage on the Ringarooma river, at the foot of Mount Cameron, and 
tin ore is being turned out ata rate which will more than cover 
working expenses, On the section which the company is working 
the richness of the tin deposit has been clearly established; five 
other sections adjoining have been secured ; they are supposed to be 
equally rich, and the nuggety character of the tin ore indicates the 
vicinity of alode. Advices received from Western Australia speak 
well of lead mines which are being worked at Champion Bay, some 
fine lodes worth 50/. per fathom having been opened. More than 
500 tons of ore from the mines are at the ports ready for shipment, 
but some difficulties have arisen in the construction of a railway 
from the mines to Geraldton. The Victorian gold fields have pre- 
sented rather less lucrative results during the last two or three 
years, but it may be observed that the Magdala Comnany hasstruck 
at Stawell a gold-bearing quartz reef at a depth of 1680 ft.; the spe- 
cimens of stone which have been brought to the surface induce 
hopes that the company has made a valuable discovery. The appa- 
rent good fortune of the company has created some excitement, not 
only in Stawell, but in all the quartz mining districts, as it affords 
new prospects of profitable employment at depths not hitherto 
worked. At Sandhurst, which still continues to yield more gold 
from its quartz reefs than is obtained from any other of the Vic- 
torian mining districts, work at the beginning of October was being 
carried on in the accustomed manner, and the ordinary yields were 
fairly kept up. 

Perhaps the most striking discovery which is reported in con- 
nection with Australian mining is the opening at the well-known 
Moonta Mines in South Australia of a lode of rich ore 5 ft. wide, 
This lode is expected to afford work for the company for some years, 
It may be observed, incidentally, that the revenue of the South Aus- 
tralian Government profited rather materially in the quarter ending 
Sept. 30, 1875, from a fine paid for the renewal of Moonta Mine 
leases, the amount of this fine having been no less than 10,000/. odd, 
Mr. GreGory has been making a geological survey of Queensland. 
In the neighbourhood of Munna Creek he examined a 6-ft. seam of 
inferior coal, and he observed indications pointing to the existence 
of the same mineral. In the neighbourhood of Munna Creek Mr, 
GREGORY visited numerous mineral selections, which, judging from 
his impressions, must await different conditions of working to 
those now generally practised before profitable results can be hoped 
for from them. Of the Teebar Mine he remarks that it certainly is 
the richest in the district, but the principal vein seldom carries a 
greater width than 6 in. of copper pyrites, much mixed with quartz, 
Mr. GREGORY passes in review a number of other properties, several 
of which he characterises as showing indications of value; and he 
proceeds to remark that in addition to mines specially mentioned, 
there were numerous indications of lodes, and many shafts sunk on 
small veins of copper pvrites, and although each of these may be of 
small individual importance they collectively indicate that the dis- 
trict is generally of a character favourable to metalliferous deposits, 
and it is probable that on!y a small proportion of the more valuable 
lodes have at present heen discovered. Mr. GREGORY sums up his 
impressions thus:—“ The Mount Perry district contains by far the 
most important deposits yet known in the Wide Bay and Burnett 
districts, and although the Mount Perry Mine is the only onein full 
operation, there are several lodes which are being partially worked, 
and which have heen proved to contain rich deposits capable of 
being worked at a profit.” To revert for a moment to Antipodean 
gold mining, we may add that a new reefing district has been dis- 
covered 70 miles from Townsville, Queensland. The proprietors 
crushed out 6 ozs. per ton of quartz obtained from this reef. A new 
reef has also been discovered in Ravenswood district, in Queensland, 








THE TIN TRADE—ITS POSITION AND PROSPECTS. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


The present time is of more than ordinary interest in considering 
the prospects of tin, for there never were so many conflicting ac- 
counts, and so many undue influences brought to bear, as there are 
just now. The interest taken by the public in the course of this 
article is increasing every day, as we see by the constantly growing 
transactions recorded ; a calm consideration and a true statement 
can, therefore, be but welcome to the readers of the Journal. 

In considering the prospects of tin we have, like in every other 
article, mainly to consider “ How will the supply compare with the 
consumption?” Speaking now only of foreign tin coming to this 
market, we find that in round numbers for the last 12 months, ending

deliveries during the same time have been 12,700 tons, showing an 
excess of supply of about 1400 tons. If we were to stop ourenquiry 
here we should decidedly say that the position of the article is very 
sound, and pregnant of a rise, since the deliveries during the last 
few months have shown an increase over the previous ones, and the 
probability would, therefore, be that during the next 12 months the 
consumption would absorb those additional 1400 tons, if not more. 

Looking at our supplies, we find that for the past 12 months the 
shipments from Australia have been increasing. There were rumours 
in August and September last that the production of Australian tin 
was decreasing fast. owing to the low prices which were ruling 
there—say, about 68/. per ton—and these rumours were partly con- 
firmed by the small shipments of 675 tons in August and September 
together. We find, however, now that the small shipments were 
merely owing to the fact that only very few ships sailed, that in 
reality as much as usual was put on board, and that the shipments, 
or rather sailings, in October and November fully make up for the 
lost time. In October 650 tons sailed, and 700 tons were on board 
ships that had not yet actually left. The supplies in Australia are 
still coming forward freely, and there are no signs of diminution of 
receipts. We have not sufficient ground for saying they are increas- 
ing, though the discovery of some mines, opening of roads, &c, 
would tend to make us believe so; we will, therefore, assume the 
neutral position, and take it that they remain at their present ratio. 

With regard to the supplies from the Straits, we find that the ex- 
ports from Penang, from Jan. 1 to Oct. 23, to England were 4200 tons, 
against 1500 tons same time last year. The largest quantity we ever 
received from Penang was in 1872, when 3650 tons were shipped dur- 
ing the whole year, or about 3000 tons for 10 months. To America 
direct the exports from Penang were 250 tons, against 50 tons last 
year. From Singapore the exports to Great Britain up to Oct. 12 
were 1600 tons, against the same quantity last year; but the 6x- 
ports from there to the Continent have increased 500 tons—say, from 
60 to 620 tons; and to America direct 2100 tons, against 1650 tons 
last year. Itis, therefore, evident that the shipments from the Straits 
have grown considerably. 

Much has been made of therecent disturbances at Perak by people 
always anxious to find new arguments for inducing speculators to 
operate, but at the worst this can influence the production in Pers 
for a short time; Perak does not produce more than about 80 tons 
per month, Laroot and Sangalore are quiet, and Junk Seylon, as wel 
as Malacca, the chief producing districts, are too distant to be . 
any way affected. Should this disturbance induce the Governmen 
to annex the Malayan Peninsula the consequence may be easily fore- 
seen. The Chinese in Laroot, who number now only 40,000, woul

gad with the exception of facts, which now and then ooze out at 
holders’ meetings, nothing definite is known till long after the 
time when the material facts would prove of real interest. If, how- 
rer, We are prevented from anticipating results through ignorance 
ofthe cause, We are able to judge of the cause by looking at the result. 
The English smelters ever since September, 1874, kept their prices 
much above those ranging for foreign tin. The natural consequence 
qas that the demand gradually fell off. Russian dealers who must 
have their tin in bars and casks in order to make it easily portable 
on mules; some continental consumers who for the last century 
were used to the lamb and flag mark, and who did not object to 
paying & little extra for getting an article which they have been 
ysed to; English consumers who are in need of six months credit, 
ghich they cannot get on foreign, or who are in the habit of buying 
one or two ingots at a time, still favoured the smelters with their 
qustom, but the bulk of ordinary consumers have gradually taken 
to Australian, which now enjoys a fair reputation as to quality. 
fora long time the smelters continued their system, paying high 
prices for the English ore, till they lately received a slight check 
by the new principle of turning Australian into English, which 
threatened to take away their last customers on the Continent. In 
the meantime it became a mystery to the } gee whether the pro- 
duction of English ore had really fallen off to the same extent as 
the sale of English tin, or whether the mines were storing their ores 
in the hope of better prices. That the latter process had been going 
on to a vast extent is now no more a matter of dispute, and some of 
the ore has been in the market recently, which assisted the smelters 
in lowering their prices again and making English tin an article 
capable of competing with foreign. The price is not yet sufficiently 
low to induce consumers, who are now used to the fine Australian 
tin, to revert to English; moreover, the experiment is too new to 
have its full effect, but no doubt the revolution is beginning to work 
slready, and some sales which otherwise would have been made in 
foreign have been made in English tin. : 

In another month or two the effect of the free competition of 
English tin will be greater, for the smelters must, and will now, 
keep their prices at least on a par with foreign. The large increase 
inthe deliveries from the early part of this year—say, from about 
800 or 900 to 1250 or 1400 tons per month—is exclusively due to 
the fact that many consumers, instead of having taken English, as 
formerly, used Straits and Australian, We are confirmed in this 
theory in looking at the official export lists, where there isa falling 
off of about 200 tons per month of English, while there is an in- 
crease of about 170 tons per month of foreign tin. The increase in 
the deliveries of foreign tin amount to about 400 tons per month 
altogether, and if our theory is right there ought to be already a 
falling off in the deliveries this month, and a still more appreciable 
reduction next month. We, therefore, look with great interest to 
the statistics that will be published next Tuesday, for should the de- 
liveries really turn out to be only 950 or 1050 tons we may with cer- 
tainty assume that they will not be more than 800 or 900 tons in 
future; in any case, as long as the smelters keep their prices at a rea- 
sonable level with foreign. 

From the above facts speculators and consumers can draw their 
own conclusions. The prospect of the article is not very cheering 
should supplies continue unabated and deliveries fal! off. On the 
other hand, should the monthly deliveries continue to be 1300 to 
1400 tons the article is ina sound position with our present supplies. 








Deep GoLD MINING,—The opinion, once very general, that gold 
deposits would not continue in depth has been conclusively refuted 
by the recent discovery in the shaft of the Magdala Company’s mine 
at Pleasant Creek, Stawell, since the gold-bearing reef has been cut 
ata depth of 1681 ft., or 700 ft. lower than any gold has hitherto 
been obtained in Victoria. The discovery should give a fresh im- 
petus to gold mining generally. 





AUTOMATIC VENTILATION.—Nothing is more important to the 
health of those engaged in mining operations, as well as those re- 
siding in densely populated localities, than ventilation by which 
there can he kept up aconstant supply of uncontaminated air, accom- 
panied with good drainage. The present Government has taken up 
the matter in a manner from which a great deal of good must re- 
sult; yet much remains to be done, for there is no reason why the 
present death-rate in our large towns, as well as in some others, 
should not be greatly diminished. Mining engineers and others have 
done much to render working in our mines not only healthy, but 
agreeable, yet not so much has been done in that direction with re- 
spect to our factories, workshops, and dwelling-houses. The Messrs. 
Landau, however, who are the patentees of a miners’ safety-lamp 
which has been most satisfactorily tested and adopted at several 
collieries, have recently turned their attention to what we may term 
surface ventilation, so as to secure the health and prevent epidemics 
‘mongst all classes, Already, by asimple method, they have been able 
te deal successfully with smoky chimnies, and there is every reason 
to believe they will also be with respect to houses, &c. By means of 
&2 automatic cowl they have introduced a system applicable to 
dwellings, manufactories, workrooms, house-drains, water-closets, 
and public sewers. We know, with respect to the latter in parti- 
cular, they have been a fertile source of typhoid, and even row the 
yearly mortality from that fever, not only in London but in most 
se of the country, is heavy indeed. If the invention can sensibly 
essen the mortality from such a cause, then will the Messrs. 
Landau be entitled to be looked upon as public benefactors. They 
are, indeed, sanguine of success from the tests already made, and it 
18 worthy of remark that the invention has received the special re- 
commendation of the Sanitary Improvement Association of West- 
minster—a body which we have every reason to believe would only 
have done so after being thoroughly satisfied as to its value. Sani- 
tary science, it may be said, has made considerable progress of late, 
yet much remains for it yet to accomplish in diminishing our deatb- 
in and we hail with satisfaction the efforts made by Messrs. 
saden for effecting that object, believing that they have all the 
— of success in them. We certainly cannot improve our 
climate, but we can do much that will make our population healthier 
a more comfortable than it now is by bringing under notice those 
hee of health and sanitary requirements by which life may be pro- 
onged and made enjoyable.

CoprERr.—Dr. Galippe has made a very interesting report on the 
presumed poisonous qualities of copper. This question, it may be 
remembered, was first mooted by Dr. Burg, who proved the efficacy | 
of that metal as a specific for cholera; but at present copper has a 
notoriously bad reputation, which has received official consecration | 
by the police regulations concerning the tinning of kitchen utensils, 
Dr. Galippe shows that the quantity‘of this metal actually contained 
in wheat is more considerable now than it was 20 years ago, farmers 
being in the habit of manuring with a mixture containing sulphate 
of copper toan average amount of 2000 kilos. perannum. That plants 
in general contain copper is a well-known fact, and Dr. Devergie 
was the first to show that it existed in the various viscera of the 
human body. Dr. Galippe, reviewing the various reports made from 
time to time on the sanitary condition of workmen in virdigris fac- 
tories, effectually denies the existence of the “ copper cholic,” and 
describes experiments of his own made with a view to test the 
poisonous qualities of the metal. Thus, in the course of 124 days he 
aliministered to a dog weighing 8 kilos, the enormous quantity of 
72 gms. (2 1-3 ozs.) of crystallised copper. It had been given in 
gradually increasing doses, and the animal had but rarely been 
taken with sickness during the wholetime. It died, not of the effects 
of copper, but of bronchopneumonia. Its liver, on being examined, 
weighed 260 gms., and was found to contain 31 centigms. of metallic 
copper. In another experiment a dog took 5gms, of acetate, without 
the slightest effect: another dog had 9 gms., and only had a fit of 
vomiting. Many similar experiments are recorded by Dr. Galippe, 
whick we need not mention ; but in every case itis the liver that | 
absorbs the greater share of the copper. As regards the sulphate of 
that metal, authors are in strange contradiction to each other, some 
adducing poisonous effects from insignificant doses, others averring 
that it requires nearly an ounce to kill an adult. 





CoaL AND IRON IN THE UNITED StatTEs.—The production of 
anthracite and bituminous coal in Pennsylvania to Oct. 30 this year 
amounted to 20,253,112 tons, against 20,215,768 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of 1874. In these totals anthracite coal figured for 
16,959,963 tons and 17,143,926 tons respectively. The Philadelphiaand 
Reading Coal and Iron Company has made arrangements to ship 
weekly from 600 tons to 700 tons of its ore from its mines at Sei- 
holtzville to various furnaces. Attention is being directed to the 
working of the coal and ironstone with which Colorado is said to 
abound. In the year ending June 30, 1875, the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company raised 185,681 tons of coal from its mines; the ave- 
rage cost of this coal was as nearly as possible $2 perton. English 
rails have made at New York $46 to $49 per ton gold; American 
rails are quoted at the works at $46 to $50 per ton currency. 





THE CLoGau Gon Company, DOLGELLY.—The ill-advised strike 
of the miners at this mine terminated on the Ist inst., when the 
men resumed work on theoldterms. The mine being closed in con- 
sequence of this strike during the menth of October no rich gold 
quartz was taken out, but at the clean-up, on the 20th inst., one bar 
of gold, weighing 83 ozs. 12 dwts., was obtained from 3 ewts. 10 lbs. 
of rich quartz, and 2 tons 10 lbs. of rough quartz. This bar was 
handed over to the directors on their visit to the mine, on Tuesday 
last, and they expressed themselves highly gratified with this splen- 
did result. The mine is now looking extremely rich. Inthe work- 
ings at the bottom of No. 5 shaft, the lowest point reached in the 
Clogau, the visible gold can be seen disseminated in the quartz of 
the vein for a length of 27 ft., and it gives the strongest indications 
of continuance in depth. At the shallow adit, in the same shaft, 
visible gold is also now being obtained, and, therefore, there can be 
no doubt of the stoping ground between these two workings yield- 
ing a large quantity of most valuable quartz. The St. David’s 
workings are also improving, and now exhibit rich quartz, contain- 
ing visible gold. The stamps (10 heads) have been started. They 
work exceedingly well, and the remainder of the reduction ma- 
chinery is being rapidly got into complete working order. | 








REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Nov. 25.—Doleoath account rarely fails to yield some materials 
for comment. The deepest, and in the light of dividend results the 
richest, tin mine in Cornwall, Do!lcoath, its past history of cen- 
turies appears to be goo! for centuries more. It was called in a 
report of the last meeting the deepest metalliferous mine in the 
world. This, however, is not the fact; on the Continent there are 
several far deeper, and one, that at Pzibram,in Bohemia, has reached 
the astounding depth of over 1000 metres, or 5464 fathoms. Dol- 
coath has many score fathoms to sink before it can compete with 
this. We refer to the point, however, less by the way of correction 
than for the purpose of encouragement. The Pzibram Mine last year 
yielded a profit of something like 60,0002. There are, therefore, 
plenty of riches in depth to be won by the skilful and adventurous, 
There certainly is no reason why, judging from the appearance of 
the lode in the bottom levels of Dolcoath, that mine should not at 
some time or other rival the continental; and then what Dolevath 
can do it is quite certain that other mines in their degree will be 
able to do likewise. Rich as Dolcoath is it does not exhaust by a 
long way the riches of the county, or chances of successful mining, | 

One of the most important points discussed at the Dolcoath ac- | 
count had reference to the boring machine. Hitherto, it is candidly 
admitted, the Barrow borer, like all the others that have been in- | 
troduced into the county, has not proved a success ; but it is in good 
hands. Captain Josiah Thomas is not daunted by the semblance of | 
difficulty. Cornish mines are deeper, and their rocks harder, than 
the mines in the North; but the mechanical excellencies of the ap- 
paratus remain the same, and after all it is only an adaptation of 
means to ends. Make the machine stronger, make the drills harder 
and tougher, and Capt. Josiah Thomas sees no reason why the ma- 
chine should not answer, and we may be sure he will not letit drop 
until it has had a fair trial. There is, unquestionably, a good deal 
of practical conservatism in the Cornish miner, and this has to be 
overcome, It isa very good idea, and one which will enable the ma- 
chine to have a better chance, to employ a special man to provide 
the tools and whatever else is required for working it, We lay the 
more stress on this experiment because Dolcoath in the matter is | 
not working for itself only, but for the county at large. Let Dol-| 
coath solve the problem and mining will have a sure lift. Another | 
point of importance was the announcement that Mr. Basset had em- 
ployed a professional engineer to examine the duty of all the engines | 
working on his estates. Itis unquestionably the fact, though there are 
modifying conditions to be taken into account, that engine duty is 
not what it ought to be, and than Mr. Basset no one could better un- 
dertake to set it right.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Nov. 25.—The South Staffordshire Iron Trade continues in a very 
unsettled and unsatisfactory state alike in the pig and the finishec 
departments. The course of prices is, however, steadiiy sustained 
by the great cost of production. But native all-mine pig is firmly 
held by the leading houses at 4/. 10s. per ton, and common cinder 
pig is steady at 3/. to 3/.5s. There is no change in best makes of 
cold-air pig for foundry purposes at 6/. per ton. It is asserted by 
the makers that even the top prices quoted do not leave any margin 
for profit on production. In the finished iron department the de- 
mand continues to be pretty much restricted to sheets, the better 
class of which are realising 10s. per ton more than the standard 
price ruling a little time ago. Good branded bars are firm at lvZ., 
and boiler-plates at 112. 10s. Common (unmarked) iron is selling 
on the tasis of 8/. 5s. per ton for bars, 

The Coal Trade of South Staffordshire is steadier alike as to de- 
mand and prices, but the cost of colliery operations in the district is 
just now from a variety of causes very heavy, and the application 
which the miners are again making for an increase in the rate of 
wages cannot be entertained without prices being proportionately 
increased, and that will be a very disastrous proceeding for the 
trade. The demand for house coal in the Cannock Chase district is 
very active, and the various collieries are all in steady operation. 

To-day’s quotations on the Birmingham Stock Exchange included 
the following :—Sandwell Park Colliery, 37 ; Cannock and Hunting- 
ton, 2 prem.; Hamstead Colliery, 14 to 2 prem.; Cannock and Wim-

The colliery workings around Bilston and Moseley are still for 
the most part in a flooded state, and according to latest accounts 
water is still rising. The Drainage Commissioners, stimulated by 
Messrs, Grocutt’s threatened stoppage of their engines, have the 
matter under consideration, but they have not yet come to any 
practical decision, and the outlook of affairs in this part of the coal 
field is, in consequence, anything but encouraging. Messrs, Grocutt 
have shown great patience and forbearance in the matter, but it is 
unlikely that they will go on maintaining single-handed what should 
be a united enterprise. 

The failure has been officially announced this week of the Park- 
field Iron Company, the principal of which is Mr. Henry J. Marten. 
The liabilities are roughly estimated at 50,000/., but the assets are 
valuable, including five blast-furnaces, a large mineral area, and a 
going colliery which yields 500 tons of coal per week. The failure 
will have no appreciable effect upon the district, as the largest 
creditors are either secured or will be able to meet their loss. It is 
stated that four years ago Mr, Marten was offered 60,000/. for the 
concern. 

The Mid-Cannock Colliery Company in their new sinking have 
reached at a depth of 136 yards the “cannel” coal seam, 3 ft. 8 in. 
thick, and of excellent quality. It is expected that the deep coal 
will be found at a depth of 350 yards from the surface. A very 
powerful plant has been laid down, 

The Sandwell Park Company’s engineer (Mr. H. Johnson) reports 
that the second shaft in course of sinking has reached a depth of 
292 yards, The headways driven into the coal from the bottom of 
the first shaft reveal a storehouse of mineral wealth which for extent 
and richness is unsurpassed by any in the three kingdoms. 

The North Staffordshire Iron Trade has undergone little change 
since our last report, and operations at the mills and forges of the 
district are irregular.

This latter seam is expected to be found st about 350 yards 
from the surface: and as the sinking of a pair of 15-ft. pits is proceeding satisfac- 
torily at the rate of from 8 yards to 10 yards per week, a pretty accurate estimate 
may be formed of the time that will be occupied in getting from the cann 1 coal 
down to the deep, particu’arly as very little water is found, the flow not being more 


than 100 gallons per minute. This company was started quietly, w ithout even the 


issue of a prospectus or any canvassing for shareholders, but it promises to take a 
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high position among the other large coal-raising concerns of the Canuock Chase dis- 
trict, whether as respects the extent of its take (which is held on royalties, under 
the Marquis of Anglesey and Lord Hatherton), the design of the works, or the com- 
pleteness and efficiency of the machine At one of the pits, which are being sunk 
close to the London and North-Western Railway Station at Cannock, the permanent 
winding engines, with a pair of 32-in. diameter cylinders, are at work sinking. 
These engines, which are from the establishment of Messrs. R. J. and E. Coope, 
Worsley Mesnes Ironworke, Wigan, and are of first-rate construction, are deserving 
of attention, as differing in several important respects from most of the large wind- 
ing-engines in the district, the modifications being due to the consulting engineer, 
Mr. John Brown, of Hednesford, who has had the responsibility of the entire design 
of the works. The boilers, which are of equal character with that of the engines, 
have been made by Messrs, Wright Brothers, of Goscote, and have all the most 
recently well-considered improvements. As already stated, the winning is situated 
close to the London and North-Western Railway, at Cannock—a circumstance of 
importance to the company, as it will enable them to put coals upon the line, without 
the cost of constructing and maintaining a branch line.—Birmingham Daily Post. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


Nov. 25.—Mining operations have undergone very little change of 
late throughout Derbyshire, either as regards lead or coal. With 
respect to the former, the production of ore has been nearly of a 
endless character, there having been little or no speculation as to 
the breaking of new ground or the working of abandoned mines, 
of which there ara notafew. Most of the collieries have been work- 
ing very well, and a full average tonnage of house coal has been 
sent to the metropolis from Clay Cross, the largest purveyor there 
is by railway, as well as from Langley Mill, Tibshelf, Eckington, and 
Staveley. A good deal has also been sent to other parts of the South 
as well as to the Eastern Counties. Steam coal is not in such brisk 
request as it has been, as is nsual at this season, although there has 
been no marked decrease with respect to the consumption by the 
railway companies for locomotive purposes. The new portion of 
the Great Northern line at Pinxton has as yet made very little dif- 
ference to the traffic from there, but no doubt will do so before 
long, when other parts are completed. The Iron Trade keeps up 
very well, both as regards the raw and manufactured material, 
there having been no falling off in the production of the furnaces, 
whilst, as a rule, the foundries have been doing a very good business 
in pipes, pillars, cylinders, stoves, grates, and other castings. A 
commencement has at last been made at Chesterfield with respect 
to the Stephenson Memorial, which has been on the ¢apis for the 
last two or three years. An eligible site has been given, but the 
amount of money promised falls very far short of what was ex- 
pected, especially for a district in which the deceased engineer 
had accomplished so much, and in which he spent the last years of 
his life, and in which his remains now lie. A meeting, however, 
is about to be called under the presidency of the Duke of Devon- 
shire, when it is anticipated that the appeal then made will be well 
responded to. 

Several of the Sheffield trades are very quiet, and a considerable 
number of men are on short time. The most activity is to be found 
at the two great works engaged in the rolling of heavy armour 
lates for iron-clads, who have orders not only for our own but for 
oreign Governments as well. Ordinary railway iron is in but 
moderate request, but some of the Bessemer establishments are very 
fairly off for orders. Some classes of cutlery are in tolerable good 
demand, as are also edge tools and light implements and cutters for 
some of ourown colonies. Nearly every description of foundry ma- 
terial is on order, so that the men are fully employed. Makers of 
malleable castings are also well off for business, but saws, files, ordi- 
nary cutlery, and other branches are very quiet indeed. At Rother- 
ham the works are doing a very good trade, the brass founders in 
particular being busy, and the iron founders turning out large quan- 
tities of plain and ornamental castings. In other parts of South 
Yorkshire the leading establishments are doing very well in plates 
and other material. Air-compressing engines for underground haul- 
age in collieries are being extensively adopted, and at the Old 
Foundry, Barnsley, Messrs, Pigott and Farrar have been busily en- 
gaged on them as well as on air-pipes. Metallic pistons, screens, 
pulleys, ranges, and stoves find plenty of employment for moulders. 
At the Railway Poundry they are just now engaged in making 
Chambers and Jones’ patent equilibrium slide valve, which has many 
advantages over the ordinary one, as it gives the smallest friction 
in engines of every description. The house coal trade continues 
very good, and the Great Northern is taking a considerable tonnage 
of Silkstone and the best qualities of the Barnsley to London and 
the South. Prices have undergone several changes of late, but the 
consumers in the metropolis are now paying a higher rate than for 
some time og although in the North of England and in Wales the 
miners are far from being fully employed. This shows that the pre- 
sent prices are not caused by scarcity or in the consumption having 
overtaken the power of production. It is not, therefore, at all un- 
likely with sea-borne coal as high as 33s. or 34s. a ton charged on 
delivery in London but what colliery owners now working short 
time will send their coal southwards, seeing that it would pay them 
well to dosoeven at the risk of causing prices to decline 1s. dr even 
2s,aton, There is not so much doing in steam coal, the shipping 
to the Northern ports having terminated for the season, Smelting 
coal in fair request, but there is not much enquiry for smudge or 
slack, There has been a lull in the hostilities between the two sec- 
tions of the Miners’ Association, it having been agreed that a com- 
mittee should be appointed to enquire into the alleged defalcations. 
In consequence of that understanding the summons taken out by 
Mr. Normansell against Mr. Lodge for libel has been postponed, and, 
in all probability, nothing more of it will be heard, 





REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 

Nov, 25.—Sinee our last report we are happy to record the fact 
that the Coal Trade has considerably improved, and consequently 
work has become more plentiful. This improvement, however, ap- 
plies more particularly to the larger collieries and works; and we 
must admit, too, that the weather has much interfered in some cases 
to check employment and interrupt trade, several works having been flooded by 
the excessive rainfall which for weeks past has continued, with little interuption of 
occasional fine days and nights, to visit the Forest, as well as other parts of the 
eountry. The Flour Mill Colliery has been inundated so as to stop all work, and 
even the engines had to get their supply of coal from another colliery to carry on 

umping operations; the water, however, has been got under, and operations have 

eon recommenced. The pit at Moseley Green, belonging to the Forest of Dean 
Coal Mining Company, was so choked with water that work had to be suspended. 
At Shakemouth and Buck Shaft Iron Mines the water so gained on the machinery 
(though powerful) that the horses had to be brought out of the pit; and at other 
works also, though not equally serious, yet the excessive rains have, more or less, 
interrupted ordinary operations, by causing much extra water to percolate the 
rocks, and run through the fissures from above. This exceptionally wet season will 
entail muoh extra cost to proprietors in various ways, and some time must elapse 
before things will assume their ordinary condition and appearance. There is at 
present a remarkable fellowship of suffering through all grades of business, as far 
as the weather affects the country, for miners, manufacturers, farmers, and la- 
bourers are all made to feel how small and helpless we are in the presence of such 
unusual and terrible visitations of Providence. 

We are confident, however, that a change for the better will come; and looking 
forward with hope, we are pleased to note that the means of outlet and locomotion 
are increasing around us, the Severn and Wye Railway Company being about to 
open their line to the town of Coleford, and shortly to bring their passenger ser 
vice nearer to Cinderford by erecting a station near to the Dam Pool. We would 
fain hope, however, that ultimately they will cross Bilson Green to the Globe end 
of Cinderford, and thus place themselves close to the population, which would be 
a strong inducement to patronise, and we feel confident that the company would 
reap substantial encouragement by such enterprising policy. A new line is also 
proposed to effect a direct junction of Sharpness new docks with the docks and 
port of Bristol, which, if sanctioned by Parliament, and duly constructed, must 
tend to the benefit of our Forest trade, and the development of the Forest mineral 
treasures, as in that case, when the Severn Bridge is constructed, coal and other 
minerals can be shipped either at Sharpness or at Bristol. 

The Forest Bill is again proposed to be introduced into Parliament with some 
few modifications, and one thing which is proposed by it, we are pleased to notice, 
having on more than one occasion suggested and advocated its desirability in the 
columns of the Mining Journal—that instead of galing such small areas as hitherto 
several applicants for gales should be united as a sort of corporate body, and an 
extensive area granted to them. In such cases the free miners concerned could 
either hold on to their property or sell out their interest, as they themselves should 
judge most desirable or to their advantage, and if all interested in the gale agreed 
to sell the purchaser or purchasers would have an area that would justify an out- 


there are disputes. And, as to foolishly wasting their funds to some extent, it is 
said that nearly 40/. were spent in bands of music at one of their annual demon- 
strations. But to avoid the ventilation of the press and the benefit of public 
criticism, the local Union does not issue any annual stat ts of ts, 
although something of the kind is said to be privately circulated in the lodges, 
but if any member is known to divulge anything damaging he is verbally pelted 
asa “‘black-leg” at public and other meetings. This want of openness, however, 
as to Union accounts has tended to undermine and greatly weaken the public 
confidence. And it may be said to be bad policy, inasmuch that when accounts 
are presumedly correct the secrecy tends to create suspicion. And as to lodge 
meetings, how can ignorant men, as the majority of Unionist are, satisfactorily 
examine intricate accounts? So far, notwithstanding that winter is close upon us, 
little alteration, if any, has been made in the price of coals. Iron is much as it 
has been for some time, improvement being slow to come. The other industries 
are fairly in operation ; but spring, we fear, must come ere any marked change 
for the better will characterise manufactures. 











TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Nov. 25.—There is little change in the Coal Trade here; the de 
mand for house coal and for first-class gas coal continues good, but 
for all other kinds it is extremely limited. A considerable number 
of the collieries in Northumberland and Durham are working little 
more than half-time, and the number of men unemployed is in- 
creasing daily. There is now a prospect of the wages dispute in 
Durham and Northumberland between the miners and the employers 
being amicably settled. A meeting between the miners’ delegates in Northumber- 
land and the masters was held in Neweastle on Saturday last. The mivers made 
an offer to accept a reduction of 5 per cent., but the masters declined to accept this 
offer, and it was then arranged to refer the whole question to arbitration. On be- 
half of the masters Mr. G. B. Forster and Mr. J. B. Simpson were chosen arbi- 
trators, and Mr. Burt, M.P., and Mr. Crauford or Mr. Macdonald were selected to 
act on behalf of the men. An adjourned meeting of the miners’ delegates in the 
county of Durham was held at Durham, on Saturday, when the question of the 
proposed reduction in their wages was fully discussed. It was agreed by a con- 
siderable majority to refer the matter toarbitration. Mr. John Forman presided, 
and there were present 130 delegates, representing over 40,000 men. Since the 
time Mr. Crauford and others have had a conference with the committee of the 
Durham Coalowners’ Association, and it was agreed to settle the amount of reduc- 
tion of wages by appointing arbitrators, Every exertion is now being made by 
colliery owners to reduce their establishments, and where pits can be stopped with- 
out inconvenience that is done, so that a large number of men will be out of em- 
ployment it is feared during the nextfew months. The new sinking at Whitburn 
is progressing, although, as was expected, large feeders of water have been met 
with in sinking through the limestone. In a short time sufficient pumping power 
will be provided to lift upwards of 5000 gallons of water per minute. 

The strike at the Steel Works of Messrs. Spencer, on the Tyne, has been brought 
to a close after a protracted struggle which has continued eighteen weeks. The 
cause of the strike was not a question of wages, but the code of rules proposed by 
the masters was objected to by the men. They have, however, after throwing away 
some thousands of pounds, accepted the terms offered, and there is no doubt that 
the grievance complained of was more fancied than real. The engine building 
trade is getting very dull here, but founderies are pretty wellemployed. The iron 
shipbuilding trade is extremely quiet, 

There wasa good attendance on Change at Middlesborough, but again the 
amount of business transacted was exceedingly small. No. 3 Cleveland pig was 
quoted at 49s. to 49s. 6d. per ton. The leading makers declare that not more than 
49s. per ton can be had for this quality, and they frankly say that the prospects of 
business are as bad as ever. Indeed, some of the most reliable and experienced 
men are of opinion that trade will be in a worse condition before there is any im- 
provement. There is very little doing in the pig-iron trade, and manufacturers are 
gradually getting through their orders without receiving any renewals. The 
rumours of financial difficulty to which we called attention on previous occasions 
take more definite shapes. Regret is expressed at the stoppage of work at the 
Erimus Iron Company’s works, and it is hoped that arrangements will soon be 
made for renewing operations. In the coal and coke trade there is very little busi- 
ness, and prices are flat. Shipments are, of course, less brisk, and trade generally 
is more depressed. We are informed that an order for rails for the London and 
South-Western Railway Company, which was expected to have been secured by 
Cleveland, has been sent to a Welsh firm.

REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


Nov. 25.—At the Manchester Police Court yesterday the alleged 
mining frauds, to which reference was made in last week’s Journal, 
were again the subject of enquiry ; the four men—Austin, Entwistle, 
Sharpe, and Critchlow—being brought up on remand. The charge, 
it will be remembered, was that they had conspired to defraud 
Thomas Hargreaves, of Manchester, dentist, by inducing him to take 
shares to the amount of 200/. in the Lady Constance Mine, In the 
course of the proceedings Reuben Taylor, a mill manager, who had been induced 
to become a director of the company, state his belief that the prisoner Entwistle 
was the real vendor of the mine; that the Rev. Mr. Jones, rector of Brynford, neat 
Holywell, was only the vendor, and had been put up by Entwistle to sell it to the 
company after an arrangement had been made between the two, Jones in the first 
instance having sold the mine to Entwistle. A large amount of evidence was 
heard, and eventually the case was farther remanded for a week, bail being 
allowed. A serious fire has broken out at the works of the Bank Colliery, Oom- 
pany, Little Hulton. On Friday the interior of a stack of slack was discovered to 
be on fire, and a number of men were set to work to cut through it, so as to divide 
the stack into four parts, with the aid of water the fire was then extinguished. On 
Saturday, however, another stack of several tons of burgy was found to be on fire. 
Forty men were detailed off to cut through the burning mass—an operation which 
was attended with considerable danger, owing to the great heat and emission of 
gas. A great quantity of water was thrown on the coal, and when darkness set in 
the fire had been apparently subdued, and the men ceased their labours. On 
Sanday morning, however, the fire was discovered to be raging under the coal more 
furiously than ever. Operations for extinguishing it were immediatel renewed, 
and although the efforts of the men have been to some extent successful, the dense 
volumes of smoke ‘which on Monday still ascended from the pile showed that & 
large mass of coal was still burning. The fire will not, it is believed, be extin- 
guished for several days. 

An explosion. which is attributed to the use of naked lights, took place a few days 
ago at Messrs. B. and R. Fisher's pits, in Standish, near Wigan. Four men were 
entering a tunnel after partaking of some refreshments, and all wore carrying nak 
lights; just as they went in the gas fired, and one of them was so injured that be 
has since died. It is stated that in all probability proceedings will be taken =, 
regard to the use of naked lights at this colliery. Thereis a prospect of farther?

REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 


Nov. 25.—There has been little further change in the Iron Trade 
since last week ; in fact, there is little room for a change for the 
worse, unless the trade cease altogether; and, as was stated last 
week, all hope for any improvement this side of 1875 appears to 
have been abandoned.

The downward tendency in the Coal Trade continues. House coal 
orders are becoming so scarce that it is seriously feared that several 

{ the collieries in Monmouthshire and Glamorganshire will be closed before the 
a. of the year. It seems-strange, no doubt, that the demand should decrease as 
rid-winter approaches, and the weather grows more intensely cold, but stocks are 
jnown to be large, consumers having taken in large epee during the autumn 
months—hence, no doubt, the activity which prevailed up to a week or two ago. 
Another, and scarcely a less, cause of complaint is the unprofitableness of prices, 
40 low have they fallen. Inregard to the steam coal trade also matters are less sa- 
tisfactory fhan they have been for some time past. 

The primal conditions of agreement have now been made known 
by the Conciliation Board. The main thing is that both sides agree 
that the wages rate shall be regulated by a sliding scale, based on 
the selling price of coal, and that the award shall hold good for six 
months. That the new system will be commenced on Jan. 1, and 
neither side can alter it until the end of June. In the meantime a month's notice 
will be required of master and men in the case of either being dissatisfied with 
the other, to be given at the beginning and to terminate at the end of any month. 
These conditions are now going round the collieries, and each man is uested to 
sign them, a8 for the mutual security and protection of each side. hat the 
sliding scale is to be’ has not yet been announced, but the award of the umpire is 
contemplated. Notice to terminate present contracts will be given at the end of 
this month. Possibly the completion of these matters will be beneficial to the 
trade, as it will give all parties more confidence in their position for the next 

-year.
